ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CITY 
MARKET MASTER 


To the Honoravle Mayor and City 
(‘ouncil., 

Gentlemen: Weather conditions 
were unfavorable for market gar- 
dening the past year. Dry weather 
and high winds were detrimental to 
#rowing crops in the _ spring. in 
the fall it was too rainy and wet 
and fields were too wet to permit 
the harvesting of crops. 

Prohibiting the sale of meat and 
farm made products has decreased 
the number of daily sellers, during 
the fall and winter months. The 
old stall renters were given the first 
opportunity to rent. stalls and 
thirty-two new applicants for stalls 
were turned away. Twenty-eight 
new applicants for stalls are on file 


now, which would indicate that the 


rental on stalls should be advanced. 


The receipts from the city market 
should cover the actual running ex: 
penses of the market. It is the 
custom of cities to furnish the site 
and equipment for a market but the 
actual expenses thereafter should be 
meet by the sellers on the market. 
To that end | am shaping the mar- 
ket program. 

The most urgent need of the 
market at present is another build- 
ing which will provide more stalls 
with part of them’ enclosed _§ for 
winter use. With those accommoda- 
tions the market would he active 
during the winter season and a 
hundred per cent increase in the 
market receipts. 

The total receipts of the market 
for 1925 is one thousand four hun- 
dred sixty four dollars seventy five 
cents ($1464.75).

WEIGH MASTER

For the year of 1925 there were 
four thousand one hundred five loads 
weighed on the city scales, for 
which a fee of ten cents has been 
collected, and four hundred ten dol- 
lars fifty cents ($410.50), paid to the 
City Treasurer, 

There has been three hundred 
eight loads weighed for the various 
city departments. Sixty two-loads 
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under the direction of the Sealer of 
weights and measures, and one hun- 
dred twenty seven loads consisting 
of wagon, trucks and loads of coal 
for various coal dealers to test the 
accuracy of their scales, for whicn 
no charge has been made. 

This is a gain of one hundred 
sixteen dollars forty cents ($116.+0) 
over last year,

Gentlemen: I submit herewith a 

report covering activities of this 
department for the year 1925. 

The outstanding development oft 
the year in this department has 
been its transition from a position 
of passive routine to one of active 
genuine and practical service to 
merchant and consumer alike. 
Where in the past, the work of this 
department has been limited to its 
regular, and in many cases unwel- 
come visits of inspection, it has 
now developed into a condition 
where the services of your Sealer 
are: in constant demand by both 
consumer and merchant. 

A disposition on the part of local 
merchants to comply with Weights 
& Measures regulations has created 
a most healthy condition in the city 
relative to the work of this depart- 
ment. QOur inspections as checked 
repeatedly by the state have shown 
fraud in the shape of short weight 
or measure to be practically non- 
existent in Lansing, a condition of 
which we may well be proud.

In addition to above, instruments 
have been inspected at Cold Storage 
Houses, Wholesale Fruits, Drv 
Goods Stores, Fish Markets, Scrap 
Tron & Junk Dealers, Paper Com- 
panies and Factories, (Factories by 
request) bringing total inspections 
well over 5000, 

During the past year, one hun- 
dred fifty two merchants have dis- 
continued their business in the city 
or have moved to different locations. 
Those going out of business were in 
the majority and were succeeded in 
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nearly every case by another firm 
ut the same location. 

Reweighing of different commodi- 
ties, always a most important part 
of our work, was carried on on an 
extensive scale and resulted in two 
prosecutions. Both offenders were 
convicted in Justice Court, but one 
appealed to Circuit Court and was 
dismissed. 

Standardization of bread weights 
in the city ordinance was accom- 
plished through the passage by your 
Honorable Body of the Bread Or- 
dinance, which has resulted in the 
elimination of a constant source of 
complaint and endless confusion. 

Taken as a whole, the activities 
of this department during the past 
year have brought us into closer 
contact with the general public 
whose appreciation of the service 
rendered by us is evidenced by the 
constant demand on the time of your 
Sealer,

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 

In this message to you 1 shall 
only make references to the many 
accomplishments achieved during 
the past year whenever the same 
may be necessary as a guide to our 
activities for Social, Moral and 
Physical betterment of our City dur- 
ing the coming year. 

Lansing being predominately a 
city of home owners, we should 
seriously concern ourselves with 
those things that will add content- 
ment and comfort to the privileges 
and pleasures of being a Home Own- 
c 


r. 

Public Improvements, such as 
Paving, Sewers, Sidewalks, Street 
Lights, Etec., enhances the value of 
and protect and secure the invest- 
ment in homes, and such Public Im- 
provements should not be deferred 
or abated, but should be carried on 
in an orderly and systematic man- 
ner. 

Lansing is far behind other cities 
of our size in percentage of Paved 
Streets; out of a total ef 178 miles 
of streets we have only 45 miles 
paved, about 25 percent, a smaller 
percentage.than any other city of 
our population. Our mileage ~ of 
streets has increased during the 
past fifteen years at the average 
rate of 2% miles per year; accept- 
ing that as basis for annual increase 
of street mileage, Lansing ought to 
pave 5 miles of street each year for 


ansing has spent during the past 
enty-two years for maintenance 
of Unpaved Street (133 miles) a 
yearly average of $79,000,00, this is 
approximately $600.00 per mile per 
year; as there will be continually 
more than less mileage of Unpaved 
Streets, the general expense of 
maintenance will be greater each 
year unless we continue a paving 
program, and your attention is di- 
rected to arranging finance for car- 
rying on the paving already peti- 
tioned for. 


Definite steps should be taken to- 
ward the elimination of River Pol- 
lution. It would be lengthy, costly, 
and perhaps’ impracticable to at- 
tempt to establish exact meander 
lines of rivers and to vacate en- 
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croachments thereon. for the pur- 
pose of laying intercepting sewer 
mains, on either, or both sides of 
river. Much time would be saved 
and this vexatious problem solved 
sooner by establishing dock lines in 
the river on both sides, building re- 
taining walls on these dock lines, 
acquiring title to land from dock 
line to present banks of river, eith- 
er by easement, purchase or con- 
demnation, and laying intercepting 
sewers on this land and making 
surface either driveway or park- 
way, and I recommend that suffi- 
cient money be included in this 
year’s annual appropriation to do 
portion of this work and: for es- 
tavushing of sewage filteration. 


Our Garbage Department is divid- 
eda into two divisions; the Collection 
Department and Disposal Depart- 
ment. The Collection Department is 
operated by direct tax included in 
each year’s budget but the revenue 
derived from can: rental is not suf- 
ficient to meet expense of collection. 
Can cost us, new $1.50, and last not 
over eight months, we are, there- 
fore, furnishing actually $2.25 worth 
of cans each year and receive only 
$1.00 in rental, the total loss on 13,- 
000 patrons of this service is $16,- 
250.00 per year. The Garbage Dis- 
posal is operating at a profit. It 
earns approximately $10,000.00 per 
year net, but this is annually off- 
set by loss in Collection Depart- 
ment. At present Garbage is col- 
lected once each week, but provi- 
sions should be made for collection 
twice a week from June 15th to Oc- 
tober 1st. 


I have appointed a Committee on 
Grade Separation so that we may at 
least get the preliminary details 
worked our for a pian of Grade Sep- 
aration. At the Michigan Central 
Rajlroad Crossing on Michigan Ave- 
nue we _ established test several 
times during the past year, keeping 
record for twenty~four hour periods 
of the actual number of minutes 
gates were down, closing crossing 
to traffic, the total was six hours 
out of each twenty-four hour per- 
iod. that is 25 per cent of the time 
pedestrians and vehicles are de- 
prived of use of roadway; and I 
have no doubt that this same per- 
centage would obtain at other tross- 
ings. These crossings are a serious 
detriment to both Homes and Com- 
mercial Real Estate development, 
and once eliminated, the advance in 
Real Estate values wilJ more than 
offset actual cost of improvement, 
because of time delay elimination. 
Elevating Railroad Tracks and de- 
pressing streets at present Railroad 
Crossings cannot but result in 
quicker transportation, not only to 
the motorist, but to those of us 
who ride in street cars and busses, 
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and thus safeguard life and prop- 
erty. 

l again invite your consideration 
to installing a collection system for 
Ashes and Refuse, The persons en- 
gaged in this business at present 
time litter our streets, dump ashes 
and refuse on private property and 
in some instances in the streets and 
alleys, also burn much refuse on 
various dumps, causing offensive 
noxious odors, all of this could be 
avoided, and a cleaner and neater 
appearance obtained by installation 
of regular and frequent collection 
by the city. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
should report out as early as pos- 
sible their recommendation as to 
Budget Requirements covering year 
"1926", so there should be no delay 
in activities of the various Depart- 
ments of City Government. 

The most cordial reception has 
been given the many requests made 
by the City to all Departments of 
State Government. The City has 
been materially benefitted by the 
aid and assistance yiven by the 
Governor and Administrative Board. 

Trunk Line Highways leading in- 
to the City from every direction 
have been completed, or are sched- 
uled for completion at an -early 
date, as are many other improve- 
ments that will materially benefit 
the city. I have appointed a Com- 
mittee on State Relations for the 
purpose of keeping your Honorable 
Body more fully advised as to pro- 
sress of matters pending between 
State and City. 

Recent Legislation has made ob- 
solete some _ sections of the City 
Charter, and some City Ordinances, 
and minor amendments should be 
made to the Charter to more closely 
conforin to State Law. Repealing 
Ordinances should be passed and 
some new ones enacted before the 
new Compilation of Ordinances is 
published. 

Your attention is further directed 
to relieving congested condition of 
some of the Voting Precincts; this 
should be done immediately and 
electors, who will vote in new pre- 
cincts created, given ample notice 
thereof, ; 

Much additional expense has been 
created during the past year by im- 
proving Surface of Unpaved Streets, 
and later on cutting into it for sew- 
er, water and gas trenches, requir- 
ing practically the Resurfacing of 
Streets. 

The street Committee should 
adopt and rigidly adher to a uni- 
form plan and system of improve- 
ments for Unpaved Thoroughfares 
that will be more permanent than 
has been the case heretofore. 

Our method of spreading and col- 
lecting of Special and Regular 
Taxes is the same as it was when 
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the total yearly tax rolls amounted 
to $75,000.00, today we are asking 
practically the same number of of- 
ficials to handle a yearly tax roll 
of around Six Million Dollars, Re- 
organizing the Assessing Depart- 
ment in charge of one official, to 
be either appointed or elected, and 
the installation of modern method, 
would not only bring these two De- 
partments the Assessors’ office and 
the Treasurer’s office, much needed 
relief, but actually render the pub- 
lic a greater service. 

There is about $30,000.00 Out- 
standing, which was used for vari- 
ous Street Openings during the past 
few years, and these assessment 
rolls should be ordered by your 
Honorable Body. 

While every Department of the 
City Guvernment operated to render 
the greatest public service, and we 
voluntarly assumed and refunded 
more than a quarter of a million 
dollars in Sewer Taxes” spread 
against the citizens by previous ad- 
ministrations; yet it should be gra- 
tifying to our citizens to note that 
our Tax Rate was materially low- 
er than any other city of our class 
in the State. 

I trust that it shall be my privi- 
lege this year to again enjoy the 
co-operation of your Honorable 
Body, ag well as the whole hearted 
loyalty of all city employes, to the 
end that we may even better serve 
the citizens of Lansing. ©

ced by the radio user, he immedi- 
ately concludes that the trouble is 
caused by power lines belonging to 
the city. 

In a spirit of- cooperation we have 
investigated complaints as ‘they 
have come to us and we are able 
occasionally to locate trouble on our 
lines that is causing difficulty, but 
in a great many more cases we are 
unable to find any cause for trouble 
on our lines and we are reasonably 
sure that the interference is coming 
from other sources. Our men are 
trained to hunt for trouble on power 
lines; we have no radio experts and 
do not consider it our duty to em- 
pioy a radio expert. 


On account of the greatly increas- 


ed number of complaints being re- 
ceived, we would welcome the ap- 
pointment of a trained radio inspec- 
tor, working independently of our

An Ordinance to Regulate the sale 
of Motor Fuel in the City of Lan- 
sing, to provide for the inspection of 
the same und for the inspection of 
measures from which same is sod; 

The City of Lansing Ordains: 

Sec. 1. That tno person, firm or 
corporation within the City of Lan- 
sing shail sell o: offer for sale, or 
shall have in his pussession with 1!n- 
tent to sell or otter fur sate, gasoline 
to be used as motor fuel or .other 
fuel for such purposes, witnout first 
naving obtained a license as herein 
provided. 

sec, 2. That all gasoline or’ other 
fuel solid or offered fur sale to be 
used as motor fuel in the City of 
Lansing shail conform to the fuorlow- 
ing, Specifications, 

Sec. 3. That the standard specif- 
cations for gasoline sold or ojite:ed 
for sale in the City of Lansing, to 
be used as motor fuel, is hereby 
adopted and declared to be as fol- 
lows: 

(a)—Boiling point not higher than 
140 degrees Fahrenheit; 

(b)—Twenty-five (25) per cent 
must distill beiow 221 dexgiees Eah- 
renheit; 

(c)-~Fifty-five (55) per cent must 


distill below 284 degrees Fahren- 
heit; 
(d)—Ninety (90) per cent must 


distill] 400 degrees Fahrenheif; 

(e)—The end or dry boint not 
higher than 450 degrees Fahren- 
heit; 

(f)—No less than 95 per cent dis- 
tillate can be recovered; 

(g)—Corrosion test. A clean cop- 

per strip shall not be adu.ovvlored 
when submerged in the gasoline for 
three hours at 122 degrees Fahren- 
heit. - 
Sec. 4. Procedure of test: (a) 
The condenser bath shail be filled 
with cracked ice or other conveni- 
ent cooling medium, and enough 
water added to cover the condensel 
tube. The temperature shall be 
maintained between 32 degrees and 
40) degrees Fahrenheit. 

(b) The condenser tube shall be 
swabbed to remove any liquid re- 
maining from the previous test. A 
piece of soft cloth attached to a 
cord or copper wire may be_ used 
for this purpose. 

(c) One hundred cubic centimet- 
ers of the product shall be measured 
in the 100 c. ec. graduated cylinder 
at 55 degrees to 65 degrees F and 
transferred directly to the Engler 
flask. None of the liquid shall be 
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permitted to flow 
tube. 

(d) The thermometer provided 
with a cork shall be fitted tightly 
into the flask so that [t will be in 
the middle of the neck and so that 
the lower end of the eapillary tube 
is on a level with the inside of the 
bottom of the vapor outlet tube at 
its junction with the neck of the 
flask. 

(e) The charged flask shall be 
placed in the 1% inch opening in 
the 6x6 inch asbestos board with the 
vapor outlet tube inserted into the 
condenser tube. A tight connection 
may be made by means of a c@rk 
through which the vapor. tube 
passes. The position of the flask 
shall be so adjusted that the vapor 
tube extends into the condenser tube 
not less than I inch nor more than 
2 inches. 

(f) The graduated cylinder used 
in measuring the charge shall be 
placed, without drying, at the out- 
let of the condenser tube in such a 
position that the condenser’ tube 
Shall extend into the graduate at 
least 1 inch but not below the 100 
c. c. mark. Unless the temperature 
is between 55 degrees und 65 degrees 
F. the receiving graduate shall be 
immersed up to 100 ec. c. mark in a 
transparent bath maintained  be- 
tween these temperatures. The top 
of the graduate shall be covered 
closely during the distillation with 
a piece of blotting paper or its 
equivalent cut so as to fit the con- 
denser tube tightly. 

When everything is in readiness, 
heat shall te applied at a uniform 
rate, so regulated that the first drop 
of condensate falls from the con- 
denser in not less than 5 nor more 
than 10 minutes. When the first 
drop falls from the end of the con- 
denser the.reading of the distilla- 
tion thermometer shall be recorded 
as the Initial boiling point. The re- 
ceiving cylinder shall then be moved 
so that the end of the condenser 
tube shall touch the side of the cyl- 
inder. The heat shall then be so 
regulated that the distillation will 
proceed at a uniform rate of not !ess 
than 4 nor more than 5 ¢€ @. per 
minute. The reading of the distilla- 
tion thermometer shall be recorded 
when the jievel of the _ distillate 
reaches each 190 ce. ec mark on the 
graduate 

After the 90 per eent point nas 
been recorded the heat may be in- 
creased because of the presence of 
the heavy ends which have high 
boiling points However. no further 
increase of heat should be applied 
after this~- adjustment In no case 
should the period between the 90 
per cent and the end point he more 
than 5 minutes, 

The heating shall be continued tn- 
til the mercury reaches a maxi- 


into the vapor 
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mum and starts to fall consistently. 
The highest temperature observed 


on the distillation thermometer 


shall be recorded as the Maximum 
Temperature, or end point. 

The total volume of the distillate 
collected in the receiving graduate 
shall be recorded as the recovery. 

The cooled residue shall be poured 

from the flask into a small cylinder 
graduated in 0.1 ¢c. c,: measured 
when cool, and the volume recorded 
as Residue. 
The difference between 100 c. ¢. 
and the sum of the recovery and the 
residue shall be calculated and re- 
corded as distillation loss. 

Sec. 5. That any person, firm or 
corporation wholesaling or retailing 
gasoline in the City of Lansing 
shall display a sign satisfactory to 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures, 
bearing the legend “Lansing tested 
gasoline sold here.” These signs 
shall be securely fastened to the 
pump or tank wagon or trucks from 
which the gasoline is drawn and be 
located in such a manner and place 
as to enable the purchaser to read- 
ily read the same. 

Sec 6. It shall be the duty of the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures to 
investigate complaints that may 
arise as to the quality of gasoline 
under the provisions of this ordi- 


nance and test the same. The said 


Sealer of Weights and Measures 
shall have full power and authority 
at all reasonable times to enter any 
place where motor fuel is Kept for 
sale including trucks, tanks or any 
other container which may contain 
motor fuel, and take samples there- 
of for the purpose of testing the 
same and to do all things necessary 
for the enforcement of this ordi- 
nance. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of 
the Sealer of weights and Measures 
at all times to inspect all pumps, 
measures, vehicle tanks or other 
containers used as measures for the 
purpose of selling gasoline, and de- 
termine as to their accuracy and 
any person, firm or _ corporation 
found using a measure tess than the 
legal standard shall be deemed 
guilty of a violation to this ordi- 
nance, also any person, firm or cor- 
poration found guilty of giving a 
short measure regardless of the le- 
gality of the instrument in which 
the same is measured, shall also be 
deemed guilty of the violation of 
this ordinance. 

The Sealer of Weights and Meas- 
ures of the City of Lansing is here- 
by authorized and empowered at any 
and ali reasonable times to visit and 
enter the premises and use all legal 
means for determining the accuracy 
of and of the appliances used in con- 
nection with the measuring of motor 
fuel, oil and gasoline. 


The said Sealer of Weights and 


¢ 
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Measures shall after such inspection 
deliver to the owner or person in 
control of the measure or pump, a 
statement of his inspection and what 
he found in regard to the same; 
should it be necessary in the deter- 
mination of the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures that certain tanks or 
other measuring devices could not 
be inspected where they may be lo- 
cated, the same shall be produced 
and brought to the office of the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures for 
inspection. 

Sec. 8. That any dealer, person, 
firm or corporation desiring to deal 
in motor fuel in the City of Lansing 
may obtain a license from the City 
Clerk upon the payment of the sum 
of Two Dollars to said City Clerk 
at which time the said City Clerk 
shall also furnish the sign or signs 
to said party heretofore referred to. 
Every license so obtained shall au- 
tomatically expire on the following 
April 30th. 

It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, firm or corporation after the 
taking effect of this ordinance to en- 
gage in the sale of motor. fuel as 
herein defined without first obtain- 
ing said license. 

Any license under this ordinance 
may be revoked by tne City Coun 
cil for violation of the ordinances 
after notice given and a reasonable 
opportunity for the person. firm or 
corporation holding such license to 
be heard and that such license shal) 
not hereafter be renewed without 
the con..ent of the City Council. 

Sec. 9. That it shall be a viola- 
tion of this ordinance to allow such 
an accumulation of water or sludge 
in the bottom of storage tanks from 
which inflammable liquids are sold, 
either wholesale or retail, that such 
liquids when drawn uy by the pump 
or Other device shall be contaminat 
‘dad by such water or sludge 

Sec 10 That no person shall sell 
any gasoline for delivery directly 
into the tank upon any automobile 
within the City of Lansing while 
the engine of such auttomohile is 
running. 

Sec. 11. That every liquid meas 
uring device commonly called pump 
used in the sale of gasoline for mo- 
tor fuel shall be constructed and lo- 
cated as to accurately and plainly 
indicate to the buyer from any pw- 
sition he may reasonably he expect- 
ed to assume the true amount of 
gasoline delivered during every 
transaction. The indicating means 
and its position shall be satisfac. 
tory to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures. 


Sec. 12. I[t shall be the duty of 
every person in charge of a pump 
or pumps used for the, purpose of 
measuring gasoline for sale as a 
motor fuel to test said pump or 
pumps each day before sales com- 
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mence, by means of a sealed con- 
tainer to be approved by the Sealer 
of Weights and Measures. 

Sec..13. That any person, firm or 
corporation violating the provisions 
of this ordinance, upon conviction 
thereof, shall be liable to a fine of 
not more than One Hundred Dollars 
or by confinement in the County Jail 
not to exceed 90 days, or both, in 
the discretion of the Court.

That Section 3 and 
Section 7 of an ordinance entitled 
“An Ordinance relative to garbage 
and the collection and disposition 
thereof,”” being Ordinance No. 45 of 
the compilation of 1918, passed June 
4, 1917, be amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Sec. 3. Such can, vessel, tank or 
container shall be suitable and of 
convenient size to be handled by 
the garbage collector, and shall be 
kept on the ground level so ag to 
be readily accessible for collection 
Every such can, vessel, tank or con- 
tainer shall be promptly delivered 
to the garbage collector when called 
for, and no person except for such 
purpose of removal shall in any 
manner interfere with such can, ves- 
sel, tank or container, or with the 
contents thereof. 
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Sec. 7. The cost of the collection 
and disposal of the garbage of the 
city, except for can service as here- 
inafter provided, shall be paid from 
the general city funds. The city 
shall provide the garbage cans or 
containers required by this ordin- 
ance, and the _ superintendent of 
garbage shall collect in advance 
from the users of such cans a sery- 
ice charge to help pay the cost and 
maintenance of the same, as follows: 
One dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) for 
the period ending any fiscal year;

the balance of any fiscal year after 
November 1 shall be but Seventy- 
five (75c) cents.

Gentlemen—As each and every 
one of you have been advised, we 
have had considerable trouble in re- 
lation to the Piggery and Garbage 
Disposal proposition, caused by res- 
idents of Delta Township. Eaton 
County. 

A suit was commenced November, 
1924, praying for an = injunction 
against the Cry of Lansing, ty en- 
join the City from using the prop- 
erty in Delta Township for garbage 
disposal purposes, alleging that the 
same, as conducted, was a nuisance. 

In February, 1925, the Circuit 
Judge of Eaton County, after hear- 
ing the case for several days, grant- 
ed an injunction. An appeal was 
taken, but owing to the fact that 
e attorneys for the Plaintiff ob- 
jected to certain of the proveed- 
ings, claiming that the appeal was 
irregular, the Circuit Judge refused 


_to settle the case. Therefore, the 


City was forced to go to the Su- 
preme Court on a mandamus against 
the Circuit Judge to secure an order 
requiring him to settle the case on 
appeal, which order was granted and 
finally the case appealed to the Su- 
preme Courf. Said cause came on 
for hearing in the Supreme Court 
April 28th, whereupon the Supreme 
Court granted the prayer of the City 
of Lansing extending the time by 
reason of which it might occupy the 
premises and continue its work until 
September ist. That the order in 
relation to the same is, as follows: 

“Now, Therefore, it is ordered, ad- 
judged and decreed that the said 
City of Lansing be and it is hereby 
granted further time in which to un- 
dertake to abate such nuisance, and 
that on or before September 1, 1926 
said City of Lansing shall file with 
the clerk of this court notice of its 
claim as to whether it has or hss 
not succeeded in abating such nui- 
sance. and serve said notice upon 
attorneys for Plaintiffs; 


~ 
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And that thereupon said Plaintiffs 
shall file with the clerk of this court 
in writing, notice of their admission 
or denial of said claim of said City 
of Lansing in regard to such alleg- 
ed abatement; and if said Plaintiffs 
by their notice us aforesaid shall 
deny the claim of said City of Lan- 
sing as aforesaid, then said cause 
shall be remanded by this court to 
the Circuit Court for the County of 
Katon, in Chancery, for the taking 
of further proofs of the claim of 
the respective parties hereto re- 
specting such alleged abatement. 

“And said proofs shall be forth- 
with returned to this court under 
the certificate of the Judge of said 
Circuit Court for the County of 
Eaton, In Chancery, and said cause 
with such supplemental proofs shall 
be heard and disposed of at the 
October, 1926 term of this court at 
such time and in such manner as 
this court shall order and direct.” 

As will be seen from the foregoing 
order the city must maintain the 
said Garbage Disposal Plant and 
Piggery in a very sanitary and un- 
questionable manner. ln the Brief 
of the Attorneys tor the .City of 
Lansing and in their arguments be- 
fore the court, they agreed that 
every step would ve taken to obviate 
any disagreeable or unpleasant 
odors that might eaist around said 
premises. 

Among the improvements were, 
that they would bury all scrapings 
from the feeding pers and other 
offal that might be creaced: that a 
feeding pen would be built for the 
Quarantine Hogs, and that no feed- 
ing of any hogs woud be dene out- 
side of any buildings, and that we 
would use such disinfeclauts that 
might be deemed jevessa-y to assist 
in keeping down any of the odor 
that might arise; this proposition 
must be Kept ‘nvio.atle. 

You will further cbserve that on 
September list, the city has to file 
its claim that it nas cenducted its 
business in such & manner not to 
create a nuisance. I: is quite prob-

Honorable Mayor and City Council. 
Gentlemen: 

In compliance with yozrur request 
of May 10th, 1926, that I make a 
report “at the next council meet- 
ing of what tmeans are available, 
either to the City of Lansingz or the 
property owners, to remove the 
junk yard located at E. Jefferson-st, 
as same is detrimental to adjacent 
Mroperty,”’ I herewith submi* to you 
the following. 

This matter has been called to my 
attention b yadjacent property own- 
ers, also by the, Mayor, and the 
same hac been investigated before 
request was made for the same, and 
it was finally determined by those 
in authority that the same was ‘not 
a matter that was detrimental to 
public health; therefore, the city 
had no _ “jurisdiction to interfere 
with the same. 

As to the question «wf matters of 
like nature, I. will cite lutest au- 
thorities upon ‘this proposition, be- 
ing cases that have been recently 
decided in the Supreme Court of 
this State: 

Township of Kalamazoo vs. 
228 Mich., 117. 2 

This is a case where the authori- 
ties of the township undertook to 
abate what was claimed to be a 
nuisance by virtue of a man feed- 
ing pigs from garbage drawn from 
the City of Kalamazoo and feeding 
the same on the _ ground, which 
caused loathsome smells and con- 
tinuous conditions of unpleasant- 
ness: also that they boiled the 
refuse from garbage for the pur- 
pose of the fat that might be ob- 
tained therefrom, for sale. The 
court held “the only question nec- 
essary to a determination of the 
issue involved is whether the busi- 
ness is detrimenta: to 
health.” As no showing was made 
that it was detrimental to the pub- 
lic health. regardless of the incon- 
venience and unpleasantness to the 
neighbors, it could not be abated 
as a public nuisance by the Board 
of Health. - 

Township of Kalamazoo vs. Kala- 
mazoo Garbage Company, 229 Mich, 
263, was a very similar case, and 
the court held “that in order to 
justify a relief in a suit instituted 
by a board of health to restrain the

public . 
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operation of a business as a public 
nuisance, there must be evidence 
establishing the fact that said busi- 
ness is detrimental to public 
health’; and, as stated, there is no 
eivdence in the matter under con- 
sideration that the operation of the 


‘business is detrimental to the pub- 


lic health; therefore, this city is 
without remedy in the premises. 

If the conditions that exist are a 
nuisance, in the neighborhood by 
virtue of the unpleasant surround- 
ings and conditions that exist, it is 
for the neighborhood to abate the 
nuisance; in other words, it is a 


private proposition and not a public. 


one. 

For some time there has been an 
ordinance before this city Council 
for its passage known as the Zon- 
ing Ordinance, which if passed or 
adopted by this city would give the 
city an opportunity to regulate cer- 
tain en‘srprises and undertakings 
in certain districts, but this ordi- 
nance, like many others that have 
been brought to the aitention ot 
this Council, that would assist in 
regulating such matters as the one 
under consideration, have not been 
adopteé nor given proper consider- 
ation,-and it is only when mattérs 
of this nature are called to the at- 
tention of individuals that they 
take any particular interest in the 
same.

Gentlemen—At the last meeting of 
this Council I was requested to give 
opinions on two propositions, viz: 

(1) As to the right and author-

(25 Whether or not the appoint- 
ment of 2 member of the Board of 
Water Works and Blectric Energy, 
had to be confirmed by the (*ty 
Council. 

In answer to the above requésts, 
1 will consider No. 1 first. 

The duties that devolve upon the 
Couneil of the city are generally 
designated and defined as being ad- 
ministrative, legis!iative, and to some 
extent, judicial] 

As to the second proposition, that 
is, legislative authority, the (City 
Council has unlimited authority and 
power to review its actions, recon- 
sider the same and amend the same, 
but as to the administrative author- 
ity, they are considerably limited. 
and this is especially so when the 
Council acting as a body shall either 
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affirm or disaffirm the acts of its 
Mayor. 

The question that is here submit- 
ted and now considered is to the re- 
considering the proposition and con- 
firming an appointment of a mem- 
ber of one of the boards is purely 
administrative and courts have 
practiaclly, if not universally, 
held that where _ the Council 
is discharging an administrative 
duty, such as the one under con- 
sideration, that after they have dis- 
charged that duty once, their au- 
thority is at an end and that the 
same cannot be reconsidered. 

McQuillan on Municipal Corpora- 
tions, Sec 614—A consideration of 
the acts of Councils in electing and 
appointing or confirming the ap- 
pointnrents or nominations of offi- 
cers and agents, will fully illustrate 
the difference between a complete 
and incomplete act or vote in regard 
to the right of the reconsideration 
of decision * 

It was held “see the act of ac- 
ceptanee or the resignation was 
complete and the Council alone had 
no power to reconsider the action 
by which that body nad accerzted 
the resignation. 

This proposition is also supported 
by the decision of the Supreme: (ort 
of several states. 


Whitney vs. Buskirk, 40, New. 


Jersey, L. Rpts. 463: 


“The power of appointment to of-. 


fice when executed by the perform- 
ance of the last act made necessary 
in its execution, is not revokabie 
without the consent of the appoin- 
tee.’ 

In this case last cited was the 
question of the appointment of a po- 
lice officer, which under the ehar- 
ter was to be made by the Hayor 
and confirmed by the Council. The 
Council undertook to reconsider his 
confirmation and the courts held as 
ahove cited. This proposition is sup- 


ported by: 

State vs. Justice, 24, New Jersey, 
L, Rpts, 413. 

State vs. Crosby, 36, New Jersey, 
L. Rpts, 425 


Hadly vs. Albany, 33, New York, 


which matter related to the canvass- 
ing of the returns of an election 
by the common council and the court 
held “when the law has committed 
to the common council the duty of 
eanvassing the returns and the 
Council have performed their duty 


and made their determination, they. 


have exhausted their power over the 
subject and cannot afterwards re- 
verse their decision.” 

State vs. Wadbaurs, 64, Minn., 318: 

By the City Charter of the City of 
Duluth the Mayor had the appoint- 
ment of the City Assessor which 
had to be confirmed by the City 
Council and the court in its opinion 
in relation to the matter held as fol- 
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lows: “The appointment by the 
Mayor with the advice and consent 
of the Common Council was a com- 
Pleted appointment and finality; 
that the Common Council had by its 
confirmation exhausted its power in 
such matters and could not lawfully 
reconsider the question of such ap- 
pointment and confirmation.” 

State vs. Phillips, 79, Main 506. 

People vs. Stowll, 9 Abbotts, a C. 
“NWN. Y. 456.” 

22nd Barber “‘N. Y. 72.’ 
all of which held that where an of- 
ficer has been appointed or elected 
and confirmed by the Council it can- 
not be reconsidered. 

In conclusion I wish to say thet 1 
have been unable to find any au- 
thorities holding to the contrary to 
the above authorities cited, that is, 
where the Common Council in the 
exercise of its administrative duties, 
have completed their work, that 
they can reconsider the same. The 
facts are that when a man igs ap- 
pointed and confirmed by the City 
Council, it is equivalent to an elec- 
tion and confirmation of the same 
by the Board of Canvassers of elec- 
tion returns and cannot be reconsid- 
ered for the reason that after the 
deciaration is made as to his elec- 
tion or appointment, he has a vested 
right which can only be overthrown 
by the courts. 

The second proposition, as_ to 
wether or not the members of the 
Board of Water Works and bDiectric 
Energy have to be confirmed by the 
Council? 

In order to arrive at a proper con- 
clusion of this matter we must ex- 
amine not only the present charter 
but as it originally was. 

Sec. 209 of the charter which re- 
lates to the Board of Fire and Po- 
lice Commissioners, provided that 
the Mayor should appoint the mém- 
bers of said board, nothing was said 
as to confirmation. 

Chapter 277, which referred tu the 
Board of Cemetery and Park Cem- 
missioners likewise provided for the 
appointment of members by the 
Mayor with out confirmation. 

Chapter 285, which refers to the 
members of the Board of Public 
Health, likewise provided that the 
members should be appointed by the 
Mayor without vonfirmation. 

Section 296, which refers to the 
Board of Water Works and Electric 
Energy, likewise provided that the 
members should be appointed by the 
Mayor without confirmation. 

On April 18, 1918. each of these 
sections were amended and Sec. 209. 
227 and 285 provided that the mem- 
bers should be appointed by the 
eed with the consent of the Coun- 
cil. 

Section 296 which refers to the 
Board of Water Works and Electric 
Energy is an exception to the other 


sections; this amendment provides 
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as follows: “On the first day of May, 
1918, or as soon thereafter as may 
be, the Mayor by and with the con- 
sent of the Council shall appoint one 
member who shall hold his office 
for four years; and thereafter on 
the first day of May in each year or 
as soon thereafter as may be, the 
Mayor shall appoint two members 


‘ who shall hold their offices for the 


term of four years.” 

It is very plain ard the language 
is unambiguous and certain that the 
Mayor is authorized after the or- 
ganization of the Board in 1918 to 
appoint the members thereof with- 
out the confirmation of the City 
Council, and it appears impossible to 
read into this section the require- 
ment that the members. appointed 
subsequent to 1918, should be con- 
firmed by this Council. In consider- 
ation of the same I have no hesi- 
tancy in stating that the members 
of said board do not have to be 
confirmed by this Council. 

In the case of Field vs. Board of 
Electric Light and Water Commis- 
sioners of the City of Manistee, 156, 
Mich. 186, it was held “Amendmer%s 
to a city charter are to be construed 
as part of the original charter.” 

Perry vs. Cheboygan, 55, Mich., 
250. 

In this case the charter authorized 
the Council to fix compensation for 
sewer commissioners and cer a™ 
other officers, but omitted to author- 
ize the Council to fix the salaries for 
certain other officers and the Su- 
preme Court held that aithough the 
services rendered by certain officidls 
in the departments under the be- 
lief that they were to receive pay, 
that the same could not be granted, 
as the charter did not authorize the 
same and that it could not be pre- 
sumed that it was accidentally omit- 
ted, but that the charter must speak 
for itself. 

Weinberg vs. Regents of Univer- 
sity, 97, Mich. 246. 

This case held that where a stat- 
ute innumerated the public corpor- 
ations the officers or agents of 
which must require from contrac- 
tors and _ soforth, security when 
buildings are to be erected, etc., ex- 
pressly mentions the state, counties, 
cities. viliages, townships and school 
districts, the regents of the univer- 
sity are excluded and not required 
to require the said bonds. 

This last case cited treats fully on 
the question of the proposition as to 
whether the same was_ omitted 


through a mistake or inadvertence, 
but hold that it was not innumerat- 
ed, it was not included in the stat- 
ute. so that the case under consid- 
eration, the charter does not require 
that the members should be confirm- 
ed by the Council and it would be 
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impossible to think the same was an 
omission or an oversight.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Kircher introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read 
a first and second time by its title 
and referred to the committee on or- 
dinances: 

AN ORDINANCE to regulate the 
use, by vehicles, of the public high- 
ways within the City of Lansing 
and to repeal ordinance Number 160 
and all other ordinances and sec- 
ene of ordinances in conflict here- 
with. 

IT IS ORDAINED BY THE PEO- 
PLE OF THE CITY OF LANSING. 


PART 1 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 
Shall Obey Provisions and Orders 


Section 1. This ordinance is 
adopted in the interest of public 
safety and convenience and is de- 
signed to promote the general peace, 
health, safety, welfare and good 
government of the City of Lan- 
sing. Every person, firm or corp- 
oration shall comply with, observe, 
and obey. when applicable to him or 
it, all the provisions, requirements 
and regulations contained herein 
and the regulations and orders of 
the Chief of Police adopted or is- 
sued in pursuance hereof. 


Penalty 

Section 2. Any person, firm or 
corporation who violates or fails to 
comply with any provision of this 
ordinance or any regulation or order 
of the Chief of Police, adopted or 
issued in pursuance nereof. thall te 
guilty of a misdemeanor ani upon 
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conviction, be fined not more than 
One Hundred Dollars: or be impris- 
oned for a period not to exceed 
ninety days, or to both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of 
the Court. 


Provisions Severable 

Section 3. This ordinance uwnd the 
various parts, sections and clauses 
are hereby declared to be severable. 
If any part, section or clause is 
adjudged unconstitutional or invalid, 
it is hereby provided that the bal- 
ance of the ordinance shall not he 
affected thereby. 


Definitions 

Section 4. For the purposes Jf 
this ordinance, except where the 
context requires a different miean- 
ing, the following words shail he 
ol to have the following mean- 
ngs: 

Highway: Any street, alley, ave- 
nue, boulevard, or other road, syuare 
or public place open to )ublic travel. 

Roadway: That part of the street 
set apart for the use of vehicles, 
and usually bounded, wn paved 
streets, by curbstones. 

Fire Route: Any streets so des- 
ignated by the Chief voz Police, by 
rule, upon certification to him by 
the Fire Chief that sucn street is 
normally used by fire apparatus in 
attending fires. 

Crosswalk: That part 37 tne road- 
way connecting sidewalks at or near 
street intersections and at such othe 
er places as may be indicated by 
lines drawn upon the pavement by 
the Department of Police. 

Safety Zone: That part of the 
roadway, adjacent to street car rails, 
designated for the accummodatiun 
of persons waiting for or atighting 
from street cars, and other piaces, 
within the roadway, designated and 
marked by the Police. Department 
as refuge aisles or z nes fur pede- 
strians. 

One-way Traffic: Vehicular trat- 
fic restricted to move in one d1ée- 
tion only. i 

One-way Streets: A street where 
one-way traffic is req:iired. 

Parking: The standing of a ve- 
hicle upon a street whether ac- 
companied or unaccotnpanied ty an 
operator. 

Double-Parking: The standing of 
a vehicle upon a street outside of 
another vehicle which is varked at 
the curb. 

Operator: Any person driving or 
operating a vehicle. 

Chief: Chief of Polize, Marshal, 
Commissioner of Police or heaa of 
any Police body, or other properly 
constituted authority. 

Department: Depart’nent of Po- 


lice. 

Limit Lines: Chalk, paint, white- 
wash or similar lines marked upon 
the pavement or sidewalk to Iindi- 
eate directions and regulations to 
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be observed by peda3strians erd 
others, 

Day-Time: Time between one hour 
before sunrise and one hour avier 
sunset. 

Night-Time: Time between one 
hour after sunset and one hour be- 
fore sunrise, 

A Commercial Vehicle: A Com- 
mercial vehicle as used in this or- 
dinance, shall mean andl inelude all 
motor vehicles used for the trans- 
portation of passengers for hire and 
those constructed or used fur truns- 
portation of goods, wares or mer- 
chandise. 

Whenever any regulation vontain- 


ed herein is imposed upon a “Ve- - 


hicle,”’ it shall be construed to refer 
to the operator thereof, when such 
reference would be applicable, 

Vehicle: A vehicle is any carriage 
or conveyance running on land eith- 
er on wheels or rollers, railroad lo- 
comotives, cars, and street cars ex- 
cepted. 


Motor Vehicle: The term “motor 
vehicle” as used in this ordinance 
shall include all vehicles propelled 
on the public highways of this state, 
by mechanical power except traction 
engines, road rollers and such ve- 
hicles as can run only on rails or 
tracks. 

Council: 
body. 

Signal: A vyisible sign given ty 
hand or by mechanical device, or 
by an automatic signal. 

Sign: Any device bearing priutod 
instructions which advise the puh- 
lic of any traffic regulation. 


Police Shall Control 


Section 5. ‘The Chief shall en- 
force the provisions of this ordin- 
ance and the rules adopted by him 
hereunder. Subject to provisions 
hereof, it shall be the duty of the 
department to direct and control 
traffic of vehicles and pedestrians. 


Interferenee With Signs Prohibited 


Section 6. No person shall wil- 
fully move, destroy, deface, change 
the wording of. or otherwise inter- 
fere with any sign erected or es- 
tablished by the Department or by 
the authorities thereof. Except as 
hereinafter provided, no person shall 
establish, erect or maintain a sign, 
standard or limit line in imitation 
of one ordained by police authority. 


Changing’ Signs 


Section 7. When any regulation 
is amended or repealed, the sign 
evidencing the existence of the same 
shall be correspondingly changed or 
removed by the Department. 

Use of Semaphores, Etc., Authorized 

Section 8. To assist in the direc- 
tion and handling of traffic the De- 
partment may install and use sema- 
Phores, discs, “Crow’s Nests” so- 
called, raised safety zones and oth- 
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er signals and devices which to the 
Chief may seem advisable. 


Sizns—Police Control 


Section 9. Traffic shall be direct- 
ed by officers of the Department by 
voice, hand or mechanical signal or 
shall be directed by automatic sig- 
nal; but such officers or signal shall 
not prevent anyone from _ proceed- 
ing or standing in the manner re- 
quired or permitted by law. Pro- 
vided, however, in case of a fire, or 
other emergency, or in case of a 
parade or other concourse of people, 
traffic may be directed as condi- 
tions may require, not withstanding 
the provisions of any ordinance. It 
shall be a violation of this ordinance 
for any person to disobey or refuse 
to comply with any lawful order, 
signal or direction of a police offi- 
cer, or any signal from an automatic 
signaling device, pertaining to the 
ocntrol of traffic. 


Closing Streets—Diverting Traffic 


Section 10. The Chief shall have 
authority, when he deems it in the 
interest of public safety or conveni- 
ence, temporarily to close any street, 
alley or portion of the same to ve- 
hicular or foot traffic or to divert 
such traffic therefrom. 


Publishing and Posting Ordinances 


Section 11. The Chief shall ar- 
range for the printing of this or- 
dinance in pamphlet form for free 
public distribution. He may also 
print, in poster form, the entire or- 
dinance or excerpts therefrom or a 
synopsis thereof. It shall be the 
duty of the owner and of the op- 
erator of every public garazyes, tasi- 
cab company, or other place where 
vehicles for hire are kept, to leep 
posted in a prominent place, such 
poster as the Chief shall Gasigaate. 


Aeccidents—Shall Promptly Report to 
Police 


Section 12. Every person driving 
Or operating a locomotive, street car 
or other vehicle, involved in a grade 
crossing accident or an aceident 
which causes injury to any ferson 
or which results in a vehicle evom- 
ing so disabled as to be inzanable 
of being propelled in i's vsunl inan- 
ner shall give immediate ‘otice and 
make full report thereof to the Fu- 
lice Department upon oblanks fyr- 
nished by the Department upon ép- 
plication to it. If a driver or op- 
erator of a vehicle involv:2d in an 
accident is so incapacitated 283 to po. 
unable to make such report, it shell 
be the duty of every other ce2npant 
of such vehicle to see that such re- 
port is made. In the case of aeci- 
dent, the Department, if it deema 
the public interests requires it. sliall 
cause an investigation to be mde 
and shall give proper and sufficirnt 
notice of the time and place of hold- 
ing such investigation. ‘The Depart- 
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ment shall tabulate all data, statis- 
tics and other pertinent piforrauon 
obtained through the operation of 
this section and make reports of tue 
same to the City Council with rec- 
ommendation as to means and meth- 
ods whereby such accidents may be 
averted or minimized. All reords 
of accidents at railroad grade cross- 
ings shall be separated from other 
street traffic accident records. The 
failure to make a report required by 
this section shall not affect civh 
rights or remedies. 


PART II 
TRAFFIC REGULATIONS 
Speeding 


Section 1. Vehicles shall be driv- 
en at a reasonable rate of speed 
according to traffic conditions and 
in no event shall exceed 15 miles per 
hour in business sections or 20 miles 
per hour in’ residential districts; 
Provided, That no vehicle shall be 
driven in an alley faster than 7 
miles per hour. 


Reckless Driving 


Section 2. Reckless driving is de- 
fined as the operation of any ve- 
hicle on the public highways in such 
a manner as to endanger the life or 
limb of any person or the safety of 
any property. 

Leaving Seene of Accitent 


Section 3. In case of an accident 
to persons or property upon any 
public highway, due to the opera- 
tion of any vehicle, the person op- 
erating such vehicle shall stop and 
give such reasonable assistance as 
can ‘be given, and shall, upon re- 
quest of the person injured or any 
other person, give such person his 
name and address and the number 
of his operator’s license. If the op- 
erator of such vehicle is not the 
owner thereof, said operator shall 
give the name and address of the 
owner of such vehicle, together witn 
the registered number thereof. 


Operation of Vehicles Under the In- 
fluence of Intoxiecating Liquor 
or Stupefying Drugs 


Section 4. It shall be unlawfu!? 
for any person under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor, or any stu- 
pefying drug to drive, operate, or 
have in charge any vehicle upon 
any public highway. It shall also 
be unlawful for the owner of any 
vehicle, or any person having such 
vehicle in charge or in control, to 


‘authorize or Knowingly allow the 


same to be driven or operated by 
any person under the influence of 
intoxicating liquor, or any stupe- 
fying drug, upon any public high- 
way. 


Section 5. (a) Any person violat- 
ing the provisions of the preceding 
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section of this ordinance, shall for 
the first offense be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be liable of a fine 
not less than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) 
nor more than One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00), or to imprisonment in the 
county jail for a term of not more 
than 90 days, or both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of 
the Court. 


(b) Any person violating the pro- 
visions of this section, shall for 
a second or subsequent offense be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding Five 
Hundred. Dollars or by’ imprison- 
ment in the county jail not to ex- 
ceed 90 days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the Court. 


Lights 


Section -6. (a) Every motor vehi- 
cle operated on the public highway 
shall be’ equipped with two white 
headlights of equal candle power, 
capable of clearly lighting the 
highway at least two hundred feet 
ahead. Electric headlights shall be 
equipped with either lenses or other 
device which will prevent glaring 
rays, or a dimming device which 
shall diminish or diffuse the light 
so that it will not interfere with 
the vision of the operator of an ap- 
proaching “®ehicle. The’ electric 
headlights shall be dimmed on ap- 
proaching another vehicle traveling 
in the opposite direction within a 
reasonable distance: Provided, how- 
ever, that motor vehicles equipped 
with acetylene headlights shall be 
deemed to have complied with the 
provisions of this act, anything to 
the contrary not withstanding, 
when such headlights are fitted 
with six inch bright spherical mir- 
rors, five-eighths foot burners and 
clear plain glass fronts and nothing 
herein contained shall be considered 
as prohibiting the use of acetylene 
lighting systems on motor vehicles. 
Motor vehicles and trailers’. shall 
also have one rear red light visible, 
when lighted, for two hundred feet 
behind such vehicle. Motorcycles 
shall be equipped with one head- 
light which shall be «capable-. of 
clearly lighting the roadway at 
least two hundred feet ahead and a 
red light visible two hundred feet 
to the rear. 

(b) At night-time, any truek or 
trailer over five feet six inches in 
width, shall have a green. light on 
the left side. 


(c) One spot light may be nie 
‘if placed not higher than the cen- 
ter of the windshield and so ad- 
justed that the rays are always di- 
‘rected downward and directed to 
the right of such vehicle. 


left. han 
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(ad) All lights required by this 
section, except spot lights, shall be 
lighted while the vehicle is in op- 
eration, upon the public highway 
from one hour after sunset to one 
hour before sunrise, and at such 


times as atmospheric conditions 
make it necessary. 
(e) While motor vehicles are 


standing on the public highways 
in the night-time, they shall have 
displayed, toward the front, two 
white lights and on the rear, one 
red light, provided, however, a 
parking light may be used when 
mounted on the left rear fender of 
the motor vehicle showing a white 
light towards the front and a red 
warning light visible two hundred 
feet toward the rear. 

(f) All other vehicles except as 
herein provided, shall have one 
white light visible at least one hun- 
dred feet from the front and rear. 


Brakes 


Section 7%. Every motor vehicle 
operated upon the public highway 
shall be provided with service and 
emergency brakes, each of which 
shall be capable of locking both 
rear wheels, 


. Warnings 


Section 8. (a) All motor vehicles 
shall be equipped with suitable de- 
vices for audible signals. 

(b) No exhaust whistle, siren or 

other warning device, similar to 
those used by fire and police ve- 
hicles, and no cutouts, shall be used 
by any vehicle on the public high- 
way. 
Section 9. (a) Any vehicle over- 
taking and passing another shall 
pass to the left side of: the over- 
taken vehicle and not pul! over to 
the right until clear rhereof. 

(b). All vehicles mecting, shall 
pass each other to the right. 

(c) All slow moving vehicles 
shall keep as near the right curb 
as practicable. 

.(d) All yehicles about to make a 
right hand turn, shall keep as near 
the right curb as practicable. 

_(e) All vehicles about to make a 
turn, shall keep as near 
the center of the street as practi- 
cable, when approaching the street 
intersection. 

(f) All vehicles shall pass to the 
right of a streét car when yoiny 
in the same direction #8 such stircet 
car; Provided, That a vehicle pro- 
ceeding in the proper. direction 


“upon a one-way street, may pass to 


the left of a street car going in 
the same direction. 


(g) A right hand turn may- bo 


made at all times when proceedinz 
with traffic, providing the other 
provisions of this ordinance are 
obeyed. A right hand turn may be 
made against the stop signal, pro- 
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viding the vehicle is brought to a 
complete stop before making the 
turn, ° 

Strect Cars—Near-Side Stop 


Section 10. (a) Street cars shall 
stop on the near side of intersect- 
ing streets for the purpose of tak- 
ing on or discharging passengers; 
Provided, That, when, in the opin- 
ion of the Chief, City Council, etc. a 
near-side stop would tend to cause 
danger, inconvenience, or discom- 
fort to passengers at a particular 
intersection, he may order the far 
side stop at such intersection and 
upon notice of such order the street 
car company or municipality operat- 
ing such cars, its agents and em- 
ployes, shall comply with the same 
and shall mark in a manner satis- 
factory to the Department, the loca- 
tion of the stopping places of such 
cars. 

(b) Street cars shail come to a 
complete stop before crossing a4 
boulevard. The Chief or City Coun- 
cil, may designate other streets at 
which cars shall stop befor ecross- 
ing and upon notice of such regula- 
tion being served upon the company 
or municipality operating such 
street cars, it shall, through its 
agents and employes, thereafter 
comply with the same. 

(c) The Chief snail keep an offi- 
cial copy of all ordera served upon 
any operator of street railway cass 
which copy shall be available for 
public inspection. 

Obstructing Street Cars Prohtb ‘ted 


(d) The driver of any vehicle pro- 
ceeding upon a street car track in 
front of a street car, shall immoeui- 
acely turn out on a warning signai 
being given by the operator of the 
street car. 

(e) Before startin:s » street car 
the motorman shall give timely 
warning by sounding the gong. 

Vendors’ Vehicles to Move on 

Request 


Section 11. Hand and foot pro- 
pelled conveyances, push carts and 
other similar wagons and convey- 
ances shall comply with ail regula- 
tions contained herein pertaining 
to vehicles insofar as the same are 
applicable to them. Any such cart, 
fruit vending car or other licensed 
wagon or stand used for _ selling 
nuts, candy fruit or other articles, 
shall, when standing in a place 
where parking of vehicles is allowed 
move from such space upon the re- 
quest of a police officer. 

Section 12. Jt shall be unlawful 
for any person to drive a vehicle out 
of any alley or driveway onto the 
street or highway without bringing 
such vehicle to a complete stop be- 
fore driving same across the side- 
walk or the crossing intersettinj 
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the entrance to said alley cr. drive- 
way. 

Section 13. It shall be deemed a 
violation of this ordinance for any 
person in charge or control of any 
vehicle to make, with such vehicle, 
or any device connected therewith, 
any excessive noise to annoy the 
public, or unnecessarily to race his 
motor while running idle, or to 
open the muffler on any vehicle, or 
to permit such vehicle or any de- 
vice thereon to emit an unreason- 
able quantity of smoke, or noxious 
gases or vapor. 

Section 14. (a) When vehicles 
approach an intersection of a street 
which is marked as an extension of 
a State Trunk line highway and 
any other street at the same time, 
the vehicle proceeding on the street 
which is an extension of a State 
Trunk line highway shall have the 
right of way. 

(b) When vehicles approach an 
intersection of two or more streets 
which are marked as extensions of 
State Trunk line highways at the 
same time, the vehicle approaching 
on the right of the driver shall have 
the right of way. 

(c) When vehicles approach an 
intersection of two or more streets 
other than extensions of State 
Trunk lines, at the same time, the 
vehicle approaching on the driver’s 
right shall have the right of way; 
Provided, That the eeuncil may 
designate “Stop” streets on which 
traffic shall have right of way at 
all intersections except those of 
State Trunk line highways. 


Keep to Right of Divided Driveways 


Section 15. On any avenue, street 
or boulevard divided longitudinally 
by a parkway, walk, sunken way or 
viaduct. vehicles shall keep to the 
right of such division. 


Crossing Car Tracks Before Car 
Passes Path of Vehicle Prohibited 


Section 16. (a) When a street 
car has started to make a crossing 
of any street, no driver of any ve- 
hicle shall attempt to cross’ the 
street railway tracks on said street 
before the street car has entirely 
crossed the intended path of such 
vehicle. 


Stop Behind Street Cars Loading or 
Unloading—Execeptions 


(bob) When a street car has stop- 
ped, or is about to stop, for the 
purpose of taking on or discharg- 
ing passengers, the driver of any ve- 
hicle which is being driven on the 
same street and in the same direc-. 
tion as such street car, and which 
has not as .yet passed all doors of 
such street car, or cars, shall bring 
hig vehicle to a complete stop and 
shall remain standing until such 
street car has finished loading or 
unloading its passengers; Provided, 
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That a vehicle which at the time 
such car stops, has not as yet 
passed the rear of such car, shall 
stop as near the rear thereof as 
possible; Provided, further, That 
the provisions of this section shall 
not apply to street intersections 
where traffic officers or automatic 
signals are stationed, nor at such 
other intersections as have been 
properly designated by the Depart- 
ment of Police or City Council, Pro- 
vided, further, That the provisions 
of this section shall not apply to 
street intersections where there is a 
raised or a protected safety zone. 


Driving Through Occupied Safety 
P Zones Unlawful 


Section 17. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to drive a vehicle 
upon or through any safety zone 
when said zone is occupied or about 
to be occupied by any person or per- 
sons. . 

Section 18. No vehicle shall cross 
a street upon which there is a street 
car track; nor turn any corner at 
a rate of speed exceeding ten miles 
per hour. 

Section 19. A driver of a vehicle 
shall not turn to the left for the 
purpose of leaving the street upon 
which his vehicle is proceeding un- 
less, at the time, such vehicle is as 
close to the center of the street as 
safety will permit. 

The driver of a vehicle shall not 
turn nor attempt to turn to the right 
for the purpose of leaving the street 
upon which he is proceeding unless 
he is as close to the right-hand 
yl as driving conditions will per- 
mit. 


Signals—Turning and Stopping 


Section 20. Before turning to the 
right or the left to leave a street, 
and before turning around or stop- 
ping thereon or before materially 
varying the course in which the ve- 
hicle is proceeding, the driver of a 
vehicle shall give a timely warning 
signal to other drivers by extending 
the arm beyond and outside of the 
vehicle, holding the same in a hori- 
‘zontal position for a sufficient time 
to apprize approaching drivers of 
vehicles of his intention to change 
his course or stop, as the case may 
be; provided however, that in 
lieu of such signal, signals may be 
given by any mechanical or elec- 
trical device which conveys an in- 
telligible warning to another driver 
approaching from the rear. In all 
eases the driver of a vehicle tu 
whom such signal has been given, 
as required in this section, shall 
bring and keep his vehicle under 
such control as to be able to avoid 
an accident resulting from any mis- 
understanding of such signals, and 
shall in all cases heed any such 
warning as shall have been given 
him. 
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Standing Vehicles, Give Signal 


Section 21. A standing vehicle 
about to start shall give moving ve- 
hicles the right of way and the op- 
erator thereof shall give a timely 
and visible warning signal by ex- 
tending the arm, as provided in the 
preceding section, before so start- 
ing; no vehicle shall start or pull 
away from the curb while a street 
saat is passing abreast of such ve- 

icle, . 


Parade or Procession 


Section 22. (a) Permission for 
all parades must be obtained from 
the Chief and he may designate the 
routes of said parades. 


(b) No vehicle shall be driven 
through a parade or other proces- 
sion except with the permission of 
a police officer. . 


Slowly Moving Vehicles Keep toe 
Right Curb and Single File Only 


Section 23. Slowly moving or 
heavily laden vehicles shall not be 
driven abreast upon any highway, 
but one must follow behind the oth- 
er and Keep as near to the right- 
hand curb as practicable. 


Obstructing Street and Overloading 
Prohibited 


‘Section 24. (a) No vehicle shall 
be allowed to remain upon or be 
driven through any highway so as 
to blockade or obstruct the said 
highway; and no vehicle shall be so 
overloaded that the horse or horses 
or motive power shall be unable to 
move it. 


Remove Disabled or Stalled Vehicles 
Promptly 


(b) Whenever a vehicle becomes 
stalled upon a street or when, be- 
cause of- damage or other reason, it 
cannot be moved by its own power 
and consequently blockades’~ the 
street or interferes with the use of 
same by other vehicles, it shall be 
the duty of its owner and its op- 
erator to remove the same, by tow- 
ing or otherwise within a reasonable 
time. 


Loading or Unloading at Safety 
Zones Prohibited 


Section 25. (a) Nothing con- 
tained in this ordinance nor any rule 
of the Chief shall be deemed to pro- 
hibit a vehicle from parking at the 
curb of any street, while taking on 
or discharging passengers, freignu 
or merchandise, but no vehicle shall 
be parked nor shall take on or dlis- 
charge merchandise or passengers 
between a safety zone and the cur» 
nearest thereto at any time. 


Parking in Alleys is Prohibited 
(b) Vehicles shall not park in 
public alleys; Provided, That com- 


mercial vehicles may park in public 
alleys not longer than necessary to 
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load and unload, and when so park- 
ed, such vehicles shall stand as close 
as possible to one side of such allev 
so as to permit other vehicles to 
pass. ; 

Fire Hydrant Restrictions 


(c) No vehicle shall stop or re- 
main standing at the curb in front 
of, or within fifteen feet of, any 
fire hydrant or fire cistern. No. 
vehicle shall park within fifty feet 
of the entrance to any fire station 
No vehicle shall follow any firs 
apparatus answering a call or park 
within two blocks of said apparatus 
when on duty at a fire. 


Parking in Front of Entrance to 
Public Buildings, Etc., Prohibited > 


(d) No vehicle shall be permittedj 
to stand in front of the entrance of 
any theater, church, office building, 
public dance hall, club, private or 
public driveway, or building which 
is designated to be a building in 
which a large number of people arc 
accustomed to gather, except for the 
purpose of stopping to take on or 
eo te passengers or merchan- 

ise, , 
Shipping Entrances—How (Provided 

(e) Special ‘no-parking” spaces 
may be provided and established ‘by 
compliance with the following con- 
ditions: Any owner or occupant of 
a building adjacent to a street or 
alley, desiring a certain “no-park- 
ing” space immediately in front of 
a shipping entrance to such build- 
ing, shall make application to the 
Chief of Police or other proper con- 
stituted authority, setting forth ail 
relevant information and stating the 
number of feet desired for such pur- 
poses. The Chief by and with the 
consent of the City Council shall 
nave authority to grant or refuse 
such application at his discretion, 
or to grant the same with such re- 
strictions or limitations as he may 
‘fix. In case such application is 
granted, the Chief shall issue to th= 
-applicant a permit or certificate, 
setting forth the location of such 
“no-parking”’ space, the number of 
feet frontage fixed, and such otuer 
limitations as may be pertinent. 
Such permit may, at any time, he 
withdrawn, or further limited by 
the Chief. To enforce the provisions 
of such permit, the holder of the 
same shall have the rights to place 
‘“no-parking” signs on the sidewalk 
marking the limits of such ‘no- 
parking” space. Such signs shall bea 
ef the exact size, character and 
description: required by the Chief, 
but shall be provided at the ex- 
pense of the holder of the permit, 
and shall bear the number of the 
permit issued by the Department. 
No venicle shall be allowed to stup 
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or remain standing in any such 
special ‘‘no-parking’ space, except 
for the purpose of taking on or dis- 
charging merchandise or passengers. 


(f) Except as hereinbefore pro 
vided, no person shall place-or ex- 
hibit a sign or standard, similar t» 
those used by the Department, upon 
any street or in any public place, cr 
attempt by signs or written or 
printed instructions to regulate 
traffic or the parking of vehicles. 


Unattended Vehicles, Except Com- 
mercial, Shall be Locked 


Section 26. No vehicle, except a 
commercial vehicle, shall be Ieft 
standing at a curb unattended unless 
the operator shall first shut off the 
motor and lock the vehicle or some 


part thereof so as to prevent the 


starting and operation of the ve- 
hicle by an unauthorized persor. 
No vehicle shall be locked in such 
@ manner as to prevent it from 
being towed or moved. Provided, 
that the failure to lock such vehicle 
shall not mitigate the offense of 
stealing the same, nor shall such 
failure be used to defeat a recov- 
ery in any civil action for the theft 
of any vehiele or for any other 
bearing in any civil action. 


Crosswalks Shall be Kept Clear 


Section 27. No vehicle shall stop 
on any crosswalk in any such man- 
ner as to obstruct free passage upon 
all parts of such crosswalk. 


Use Side Nearest Curb; Blocking 
Traffic Unlawful 


Section 28. When practicable, 
merchandise and frerght shall be 
discharged and loaded from the sid: 
of the vehicle nearest the curb 
When such handling is impracticable 
because of the size of, or weight of 
the packages of merchandise or 
freight, the vehicle may back to the 
curt, but it shall not stand at 41n 
angle which will interfere with the 
operation of street cars or other 
vehicles. 


Horse-Drawn Vehicles; Heads Near 
Curb 


Section 29. When a horse-drawn 
vehicle is backed to the curb in 
pursuance of Section 28, the horses 
chall be turned in the direction in 
which the traffic is proceeding with 
their heads at right angle to the 
vehicle. 


Hiteching to Vehicle Prohibited 


Section 30. No person shall hiteh 
or climb on to any moving vehicle 
either with or without the consent 
of its operator; Provided, That this 
section shall not apply ‘to the 
coupling of trailers or proper tow- 
ing of other vehicles, 
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When Turning, Unlawful to 
Obstruct Traffie 


Section 31. No person shall turn 
any velicle around at any street 
intersection, 


Backing Limit, 60 Feet; Helper to 
Precede Around Corner 


Section 32. No vehicle shall be 
reversed or backed unless the driver 
shall first ascertain by observation 
that such operation can be safely 
made. No vehicle shall be backe-?} 
without first giving an unmistak- 
able warning signal to pedestrian= 
and approaching vehicles, nor in anv 
case, shall it be backed a distance 
of more than sixty feet. No vehicle 
shall be backed around a corner at 
an intersection of streets or of a 
street and an alley unless preceded 
by a driver’s helper to observe 
whether the road is clear and wheth- 
er. the backing may be safely made

Position at Street Intersection

Section 46. All vehicles approach- 
ing a street on which street cars 
are operating, shall come to a full 
stop before entering upon such 
street.

The ordinance uncer consideratio 
was then read a third time as fol- 
lows: 

An ordinance to regulate che saie 
of motor fuel in the city of Lan- 
sing, to provide for the inspection of 
the same and for the inspection >5f 
measures from which same is sold; 

The City of Lansing Ordains: 

Sec. 1. That no person, firm or 
corporation within the city of Lan- 
sing shall sell or offer for sale, or 


shall have in his possession with. in- ° 


tent to sell or offer for sale, gaso- 
line to be used as motor fuel or 
other fuel for such purposes, with- 
out first having obtained a license 
as herein provided. 

Sec. 2. That all gasoline or other 
fuel sold or offered for sale to he 
used as motor fuel in the city of 
Lansing shall conform to the follow- 
ing specifications. 

Sec. 3. That the standard specifi- 
cations for gasoline sold or offered 
for sale in the city of Lansing, to 
be used as motor fuel, is hereby 
adopted and declared to be as fol 
lows: 

(a)—Boiling point not higher than 
140 degrees Fahrenheit: 

(b)—Twenty-five (25) per cent 
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must distill below 221 degrees Fah- 
renheit; 

(c)—Fifty-five (55) per cent must 
ae below 284 degrees Fahren- 
1eit; 

(d)—Ninety (90) per cent must 
distill 400 degrees Fahrenheit; 

(e)—-The end or dry point not 
i than 450 degrees Fahren- 
eit; 

(f)—No less than 95 per cent dis- 
tillate can be recovered; 

(g)—Corrosion test. A clean cop- 
per strip shall not be discolored 
when submerged in the gasoline for 
wites hours at 122 degrees Fahren- 
eit; 

Sec. 4. Procedure- of test: (a) 
The condenser bath shall be filled 
with cracked ice or other conveni- 
ent cooling medium, and enough 
water added to cover the condenser 
tube. The temperature shali be 
maintained between 32 degrees and 
40 degrees Fahrenheit. 

(b) The condenser tube shall be 
swabbed to pS anv liquid re- 
maining from e previous test. A 
piece of soft cloth attached to a 
cord or copper wire may be used 
for this purpose. 

(c) One hundred cubic centimet- 
ers of the product shall] be measured 
in the 100 ec. c. graduated cylinder 
at 55 degrees to ’'65 degrees F. and 
transferred directly to the Engler 
flask. None of the liquid shall be 
permitted to flow into the véeaor 
tube. 

(d) The thermometer provided 
with a cork shall be fitted tightly 
into the flask so that it will be in 
the middle of the neck and so that 
the lower end of the cupillary tube 
is on a level with the i1side of the 
bottom of the vapor outlet tube at 
its junction with the neck of the 
flask. 

(e) The charged flask shall be 
placed in the 1% inch opening in 
the 6x6 inch asbestos board with fhe 
vapor outlet tube inserted into the 
condensei tube A tight connection 
may be made by means of a cork 
through which the vapor. tube 
passes The position of the flask 
shall be so adjusted that the vapor 
tube extends into the condenser tube 
not less than 1 inch nor more than 
2 inches. 


(f) The graduate cylinder used 
in measuring the charge shall be 
placed, without drying, at the out- 
let of the condenser tube in such a 
position that the condenser tube 
shall extend into the graduate at 
least 1 inch but not below the 100 
c. c. mark. Unless the temperature 
is between 55 degrees and 65 derrees 
F. the receiving graduate shall be 
immersed up to 100 c. c. mark in a 
transparent bath maintained be- 
tween these temperatures. The top 
of the graduate shall be covered 
closely during the distillation with

a piece of blotting paper or its 
equivalent cut so as to fit the oen- 
denser tube tightly. 

When everything is in readiness, 
heat shall be applied at a uniform 
rate, so regulated that the first d#op 
of condensate falls from the con- 
denser in not less than 5 nor more 
than 10 minutes. When the first 
drop falls from the end of the con- 


denser the reading of the distilla-~ 


tion thermometer shall be recorded 
as the initial boiling point. The re- 
ceiving cylinder shall then be moved 
so that the end of the condenser 
tube shall touch the side of the cyl- 
inder. The heat shall then be so 
regulated that the distillation will 
proceed at a uniform rate of not _— 
than 4 nor more than 5 ec. @. 
minute. The reading of the distilla- 
tion thermometer shall be recorded 
when the level of the _ distillate 
reaches each 10 c c. mark on the 
sSraduate. 

After the 90 per cent point as 
been recorded the heat may be in- 
creased because of the presence of 
the heavy ends which have high 
boiling points. However, no further 
increase of heat shoulé be appNed 
after this adjustment. In no case 
should the period between the 30 
per cent and the end point be more 
than 5 minutes. 

The heating shall be continue” un- 
til the mercury reaches a mavri- 
mum and starts to fall consistently. 
The highest temperature observed 
on the distillation thermometer 
shall be recorded as the Maximum 
Temperature, or end point. 

The total voiume of the distillate 
collected in the receiving graduate 
shall be recorded as the recovery. 

The cooled residue shall be poured 
from the flask into a small cylinder 
graduated in 0.1 « «, measured 
when cool, and the volume recorde@ 
as Residue. 

The difference between 100 c c 
and the sum of the recovery and the 
residue shall be calculated and re- 
corded as distillation loss. 

Sec. 5. That any person, firm or 
corporation wholesaling or retailing 


gasoline in the City of Lansing. 


shall display a sign satisfactory to 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures, 
bearing the ljlegend “lansing tested 
gasoline sold here.” These signs 
shall be securely fastened to the 
pump or tank wagon or trucks from 
which the gasoline is drawn and be 
located in such a manner and place 
as to enable the purchaser to read- 
ily read the same. 


Sec. 6. It shal] be the duty of the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures to 
investigate complaints that may 
arise as to the quality of gasoline 
under the provisions of this ordi- 
nance and test the same. The said 
Sealer of Weights and Measures 
shall have full power and authority 
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at all reasonable times to enter any 
Place where motor fuel is kept for 
sale including trucks, tanks or any 
other container which may contain 
motor fuel, and take samples there- 
of for the purpose of testing the 
same and to do all things necessary 
for the enforcement of this ordi- 
nance. 
Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures 
at all times to inspect all pumps, 
measures, vehicle tanks or other 
containers useé as measures for the 


. purpose of selling gasoline, and de- 


termine as to their accuracy and 
any person, firm or _ corporation 
found using a measure less than the 
legal standard shall be deemed 
guilty of a violacion of this ordi- 
nance, also any person, firm or cor- 
poration found guilty of giving a 
shert measure regardless of the le- 
tality of the instrument in which 
the same is measured, shall also be 
deemed guilty of the violation of 
this ordinance. 

The Sealer of Weights and Meas- 
ures of the City of Lansing is here- 
by authorized and empowered at any 
and all reasonable times to visit and 
enter any premises and use all legal 
means for determining the accuracy 
of and of the appliances used in con- 
nection with the measuring of motor 
fuel, oil and gasoline. 

The said Sealer of Weights and 
Measures shall after such inspection 
deliver to the owner or person in 
control of the measure or pump, a 
statement of his inspection and what 
he found in regard to the same; 
should it be necessary in the deter- 
mination of the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures that certain tanks or 
other measuring devices could not 
be inspected where they may be lo- 
cated, that the same shall be pro- 
duced and brought to the office of 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures 
for inspection. 

Sec. 8. That any dealer, person, 
firm or corporation desiring to deal 
in motor fuel in the city of Lansing 
may obtain a licerse from the City 
Clerk upon the rayment of the sum 
of Two Dollars to said City Clerk 
at which time the said City Clerk 
shall also furnish the sign or signs 
to said party heretofore referred to 
Every license so obtained shall au- 
tomatically expire on the following 
April 30th. 

It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, firm or corporation after the 
taking effect of this ordinance to en- 
gage in the sale of motor fuel as 
hereir defined without first obtain- 
ing, said license. 

Any license issued under this ordi- 
nance may be revoked by the City 
Council for violation of the ordi- 
nances, after notice given anda 
reasonable opportunity for the per- 
son, firm or corporation holding 
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such license to be heard and that 
such license shall not hereafter be 
renewed without the consent of the 
City Council. 

Sec. 9. That it shall be a viola- 
tion of this ordinance to allow such 
an accumulation of water or sludge 
in the bottom of storage tanks from 
which inflammable liquids are sold, 
either wholesale or retail, that such 
liquids when drawn up by the pump 
or other device shall be contaminat- 
ed by such water or sludge. 

Sec. 10. That no person shall gell 
any gasoline for delivery directly 
into the tank upon any automobile 
with the City of Lansing while 
the engine of such automobile is 
running. 

Sec. 11. That every liquid meas- 
uring device commonly called pump 
used in the sale of gasoline for mo- 
tor fuel shall be constructed and lo- 
cated as to accurately and plainly 
indicate to the buyer from any po- 
sition he may reasonably be expect- 
ed to assume the true amount of 
gasoline delivered during every 
transaction. The indicating means 
and its position shall be satisfac- 
tory to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures. 

Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of 
every person in charge of a pump 
or pumps used for the purpose of 
measuring gasoline for sale as a 
motor fuel to test said pump or 
pumps each day before sales com- 
mence, by means of a sealed con- 
tainer to be approved by the Sealer 
of Weights and Measures. 

See. 13. That any person, firm or 
corporation violating the provisions 
of this ordinance, upon conviction 
thereof, shall be liable to a fine pf 
not more than One Hundred Dollars 
or by confinement in the County Jail 
not to exceed 90 days, or both, in 
the discretion of the Court.

IT IS ORDAINED BY THE PEO- 
PLE OF THE CITY OF LANSING. 
PART I 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 
Shall Obey Provisions and Orders 

Section 1. This ordinance is 
adopted in the interest of public 
safety and convenience and is de- 
signed to promote the _ general 
peace, health, safety, welfare and 
good government of the City of 
Lansing. Every person, firm or cor- 
poration shall comply with, observe, 
and obey, when applicable to him 
or it, all the provisions, require- 
ments and regulations contained 
herein and the regulations and or- 
ders of the Chief of Police adopted 
or issued in pursuance hereof: 

Penalty 

Section 2. Any person, firm or 
corporation who violates or fails to 
comply with any provision of this 
ordinance or any regulation or or- 
der of the Chief of Police, adopted 
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or issued in pursuance hereof shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction, be fined not more 
than One Hundred Dollars or be 
imprisoned for a period not to ex- 
ceed ninety days, or to both such 
fine and imprisonment in the dis- 
cretion of the court, 
Provisions Severable 

Section 3. This ordinance and the 
various parts, sections and clauses 
are hereby deciared to be severa- 
ble. if any part, section or clause 
is adjudged unconstitutional or in- 
valid, it is hereby provided that the 
balance of the ordinance shall not 
be affected thereby. 

Definitions. 

Section 4 For the purposes of 
this ordinance, except where the 
context requires a different mean- 
ing, the following words. shall. be 
deemed to have the following 
meanings: 

Highway: Any street, alley, ave- 
nue, boulevard, or other = rvad, 
square or public place open to pub- 
lic travel. 

Roadway: That part of the street 
set apart for the use of vehicles, 
and usually bounded, on paved 
streets, by curbstones. 

Fire Route: Any streets so des- 
ignated by the Chief of Police, by 
rule, upon certification to him by 
the Fire Chief that such street is 
normally: used by fire apparatus in 
attending fires. 

Crosswalk: That part of the road- 
way connecting sidewalks at or 
near street intersections and at such 


‘other places as may be indicated 


by iines drawn upon the pavement 
by the Department of Police. 

Safety Zone: That part of the 
roadway, adjacent to street car 
rails, designated for the accommo- 
dation of. persons waiting for or 
alighting from street cars, and oth- 
er places,. within the roadway, des- 
ignated and marked by the: Police 
Department as refuge aisles’ or 
zones for pedestrians, 

One-way Traffic: Vehicular traf- 
fic restricted to move in one direc- 
tion only. 

One-way Street: A street where 
one-way traffic is requiured. 

Parking: The standing of a ve- 
hicle upon a street whether ac- 
companied or unaccompanied by an 
operator, 

Double-Parking: The standing of 
a vehicle upon a street outside of 
another vehicle which is parked at 
the curb. . ; 

Operator: Any person driving or 
operating a vehicle. 

Chief: Chief of Police, Marshal, 
Commissioner of Police or head of 
any Police body, or other properly 
constituted authority. 


Department: 
lice, 


Department of Po- 
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Limit Lines: Chalk, paint, white- 
wash or similar lines marked upon 
the pavement or sidewalk to indi- 
cate directions and regulations: to 
be observed by pedestrians and oth- 
ers. 

Day-Time: Time between one 
hour before sunrise and one hour 
after sunset. 

Night-Time: Time between one 
hour after sunset and one hour be- 
fore sunrise. ; 

A Commercial Vehicle: A Com- 
mercial vehicle as used in this or- 
dinance, shall mean and include al! 
motor ‘vehicles used for the trans- 
portation of passengers for hire and 
those constructed or used for trans- 
portation of goods, wares or mer- 
chandise. 

Whenever any regulation contain- 
tained herein is imposed upon a 
“Vehicte,” it shall be construed to 
refer to the operator thereof, when 
puch reference would be applicable. 

Vehicle: A vehicle is any carriage 
or conveyance running on land 
either on wheels or rollers, railroad 
locomotives, cars and street cars 
excepted. 

Motor Vehicle: The term “motor 
vehicle” as used in this ordinance 
shall incluude all vehicies propelled 
on the public highways of this state 
-by mechanical power except trac- 
tion engines, road rollers and such 
vehicles as can run only on rails or 
tracks. 

Council: A municipal legislative 
A ‘visible sign given by 
hand or .by mechanical device, or 
by an automatic signal. 

Sign: Any device bearing printed 
instructions which advise the pub- 
lic of any traffic regulation. 

Police Shall Control 

Section 65. The Chief shall en- 
force the provisions of this ordi- 
nance and the rules adopted by him 
hereunder. Subject to provisions 
hereof, it shall be the duty of the 
department to direct and control 
traffic of vehicles and pedestrians 
Interference With Signs Prohibited 

Section 6. No person shall wil- 
fully move, destroy, deface, change 
the wording of, or otherwise inter- 
fere with any sign erected or es: 
tablished by the Department or by 
the authorities thereof. Except as 
hereinafter provided, no _ person 
shall establish, erect’-or maintain a 
sign, standard or limit in imitation 
of one ordained by police authority. 

Changing Signs 

Section 7. When any. regulation 
is amended or repealed, the sign 
evidencing the existence of the 
same shall be correspendingly 
changed or removed by the Depart- 
ment. 

Use of Semaphores, Ete., Authorized 

Section 8. To assist in the direc- 
tion and handling of traffic the De- 
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partment may install and use sema- 
phores, discs, signal towers, raised 
safety zones and other signals and 
devices which to the Chief may 
seem advisable. 
Signs—Police Control 

Section 9. Traffic shall be direct- 
ed by officers of the Department by 
voice, hand or mechanical signal or 
shall be directed by autuomatic sig- 
nal; but such officers or:signal sha!) 
not prevent anyone from proceed- 
ing or standing in the manner re- 
yuired or permitted by law. 
vided, however, in case of a fire, or 
other emergency, or in case of a 
parade or other concourse of peo- 
ple, traffic may be directed as con- 
ditions may require, not  with- 
standing the provisions of any ordi- 
lance. It shall be a violation of 
this ordinance for any person to 
disobey or-refuse to comply with 
any lawful order, signal or direc- 
tion of a police officer, or any sig- 
nal from an automatic signaling 
device, pertaining to the control of 
traffic, 

Closing Streets—Diverting Traffic 

Section 10. The Chief shall have 
authority, when he deems it in the 
interest of public safety or con- 
venience, temporarily to close any 
street, alley or portion of the same 
to vehicular or foot traffic or t> di- 
vert such treffic therefrom. 
Publishing and Posting Ordinances 

Section 11. The City Council shal} 
arrange for the printing of this or- 
dinance in pamphlet form for free 
publie distribution. It may also 
print, in poster form, the entire or- 
dinance or excerpts therefrom or a 
synopsis thereof. It shail be the 
duty of the owner and of the op 


erator of every public garage, taxi-

TRAFFIC REGULATIONS 
Speeding 

Section 1. Vehicles shall be driv- 
en at a reasonable rate of speed 
according to traffic conditions and 
in no event shall exceed 15 miles 
per hour in business sections or 20 
miles per hour in residential dis- 
tricts; Provided, That no vehicle 
shall be driven in an alley fastei 
than 10 miles per hour. 

Reckless Driving 

Section 2. Reckless driving is de- 
fined as the operation of any ve- 
hicle on the public highways in 
such a manner as to endanger the 
life or limb of any person or the 
safety of any property. 

Leaving Scene of Accident 

Section 3. In case of an accident 
to person or property upon any 
public highway, due to the opera- 
tion of any vehicle, the person op- 
erating such vehicle shall stop and 
Zive such reasonable assistance ax 
can be given, and shall, upon re- 
quest of the person injured or any 
uther person, give such person his 
name and address and the number 
of his operator’s license. If the 
operator of such vehicle is not the 
owner thereof, said operator shall 
give the name and address of the 
owner of such _ vehicle, together 
with the registered number thereof. 
Operation of Vehicles Under the In- 

fluence of Intoxicating Liquor 

or Stupefying Drugs 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful 
for any person under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor, or any stu- 
pefying drug to drive, cperate, or 
have in charge any vehicle upon 
any public highway. It snali awo 
be unlawful for the owner of any 
vehicle, or any person naving such 
vehicle in charge vor in ontrol, ta 
authorize or knowingly a.low the 
same to be driven vr opernted by 
any person under the influence of 
intoxicating liquor, or any stupe- 
fying drug, upon uny publi: high- 
way. 

Section 5. (a) Any person viorat- 
ing the provisions of ihe precelrg 
section of this ordinance, *ha1] for 
the first offense be guilty »f a mis- 
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lemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be liable to a fine 
not less than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) 
nor more than One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00), or to imprisonment in the 
county jail for a term of not more 
than 90 days, or both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of 
the Court. 

Cb) Any person violating the pro- 
visions of section 4 shall for a sec- 
ond or subsequent offense be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion thereof, shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding Five Hundred 
Dollars and by imprisonment in the 
City jail, county jail, or Detroi 
House of correction not to excee 
90 days. 

Lights 

Section 6. (a) Every motor vehi- 
cle operated on the public highway 
shall be equipped with two white 
headlights of equal candle power. 
capable of clearly lighting the 
highway at least two hundred feet 
ahead. Electric headlights shall be 
equipped with either lenses or otHer 
device which will prevent glaring 
rays, or a dimming device which 
shall diminish or diffuse the light 
so that it will not interfere with 
the vision of the operator of an ap- 
proaching’ vehicle. The electtice 
headlights shall be dimmed on ap- 
proaching another vehicle traveling 
in the opposite direction within a 
reasonable distance: Provided, how- 
ever, that motor vehicles equipped 
with acetylene headlights shall be 
deemed to have complied with the 
provisions of this act, anything to 
the contrary not withstanding, 
when such headlights are fitted 
with six inch bright spherical mir- 
rors, five-eighths foot hurners and 
clear plain glass fronts and nothing 
herein contained shall be considered 
as prohibiting the use of acetylene 
lighting systems on motor vehicles. 
Motor vehicles and trailers” shall 
also have one rear red light visible, 
when lighted, for two hundred feet 
behind such vehicle. Motorcycles 
shall be equipped with one head- 
light which shall be capable of 
clearly lighting the roadway at 
least two hundred feet ahead and a 
red light visible two hundred feet 
to the rear. 

(b) At night-time, any truck or 
trailer over five feet six inches in 
width, shall have a green light on 
the left side. 


(c) One spot light may be used 
if placed not higher than the cén- 
ter of the windshield and so ad- 
justed that the rays are always di- 
rected downward and directed to 


the right of such vehicle. 


(d) All lights required by this 
section, except spot lights, shall be 
lighted while the vehicle is in op- 
eration upon the public highway 
from one hour after sunset to one 
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hour before sunrise, and at such 
times as atmospheric conditions 
make jit necessary. 

Ce) While motor vehicles. are 
standing on the public highways 
in the night-time, they shall have 
displayed, toward the front, two 
white lights and on the rear, one 
red light, provided, however, a 
parking light may be used when 
mounted on the left rear fender of 
the motor vehicle showing a white 
light towards the front and a red 
warning light visible two hundred 
feet toward the rear. 

(f) All other vehicles except as 
herein provided, shall have one 
white light visible at least one hun- 
dred feet from the front and rear. 

Brakes 

Section 7. Every motor. vehicle 
operated upon the public highway 
shall be provided with service and 
emergency brakes, each of which 
shall be capable of locking both 
rear wheels. 

Warnings 
Section 8. (a) All motor vehicles 
shall be equipped with suitable de- 
vices for audible signals. 

(b) No exhaust whistle, siren or 
other warning device, similar’ to 
those used by fire and police ve- 
hicles, and no cutouts, shall be used 
by any vehicle on the public high- 
way. 

Section 9. (a) Any vehicle over- 
taking and passing another shall 
pass to the left side of the over- 
taken vehicle and not pull over *to 
the right until clear thereof. 

- (b) All vehicles meeting, shall 
pass each other to the right. 

(c) All slow moving’ vehicles 
shall keep as near the right curb 
as practicable.- 

(d) All vehicles about to make a 
right hand turn, shall keep as near 
the right curb as practicable. 

(e) All vehicles about to make a 
left hand turn, shall Keep as near 
the center of the street as practi- 
cable, when approaching the street 
intersection. 

(f) All vehicles shall pass to the 
right of a street car when going 
in the same direction as such street 
car; Provided, That a vehicle pro- 
ceeding in the proper. direction 
upon a one-way street, may pass to 
the left of a street car going in the 
same direction. 

(g) A right hand turn may be 
made at all times when proceeding 
with traffic, providing the other 
provisions of this ordinance are 
obeyed. A right hand turn may be 
made against the stop signal, pro- 
viding the vehicle is brought to a 
complete stop before making the 
turn. 


To Stop at Streets on Which Street 
Cars Operate 
No Turns at Michigan and 
Washington-avs 
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(h) All vehicles approaching a 
street on which street cars are op- 
erating, shall come to a full stop 
before entering upon such street. 
Any vehicle approaching the inter- 
section of Michigan-av and Wash- 
ington-avy shall continue on its 
course through said streets without 
making a right or left turn at said 
intersection. 

(i) Ali vehicles coming to a stop 
at any of the railroad crossings or 


-other crossings where there are stop 


signals, shall not stop at the left 
of the center of the street. 

(j) All vehicles approaching a 
street on which there are stop sig- 
nals, shall stop and not cross said 
street until the signals indicating 
their right so to do are given. 

Wherever any street is designated 
as a’ stop street and so declared to 
be by this ordinance it shall be the 
duty of all operators of vehicles to 
come to a full stop before entering 
said street. or any and all streets 
hereafter designated as stop streets 
by resolution of the city council and 
proper signs erected or placed in- 
dicating the same, it shall be un- 
lawful for any person or persons 
operating a vehicle to enter the 
same witlrout coming to a full stop. 


Street Cars—Near Side Stop 

Section 10. (a) Street cars and 
buses shall stop on the near side of 
intersection streets for the purpose 
of taking on or discharging passen- 
fers; Provided, That, when, in tke 
opinion of the City Council, a near- 
side stop would tend to cause dan- 
ger, inconvenience, or discomfort ‘to 
passengers at a particular intersec- 
tion, it may order the far side stop 
at such intersection and upon notfce 
of such order the street car company 
or municipality operating such ¢ars, 
its agents and employes, shall com- 
ply with the same and shall mark 
in a manner satisfactory to the De- 
partment, the location of the stop- 
ping places of such cars. 

(b) Street cars shall come to a 
complete stop before crossing a 
boulevard. The City Council, may 
designate other streets at which cars 
shall stop before crossing and upon 
notice of such regulation hbeinz 
served upon the company or munici- 
pality operating such street cars, it 
shall, through its agents and em- 
Ployes, thereafter comply with the 
same. 

(c) The Chief and City Clerk shal] 
keep an official copy of all orders 
served upon any operator of street 
railway cars which copy shall be 
available for public inspection. 
Obstructing Street Cars Prohibited 

(d) The driver of any vehicle pro- 
ceeding upon a street car track in 
front of a street car, shall immedi- 
ately turn out on a warning signal 
being given by the operator of the 
street car. 
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(e) Before starting a street car 
the motorman shall give timely 
warning by sounding the gong. 

Venders’ Vehicles to Move on 

Request 

Section 11. Hand and foot pro- 
pelled conveyances, push carts and 
other similar wagons and conv®&y- 
ances shall comply with all reguia- 
tions contained herein pertaining 
to vehicles insofar, as the same are 
‘applicable to them. Any such cart, 
fruit vending car or other licensed 
wagon or stand used for selling 
nuts, candy, fruit or other artic%es, 
shall, when standing in a place 
where parking of vehicles is allowed 
move from such space upon the re- 
quest of a police officer. 

Section 12. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to drive a vehicle out 
of any alley or driveway onto the 
street or highway without bringing 
such vehicle to a complete stop be- 
fore driving same across the side- 
walk or the crossing intersecting 
the entrance to said alley or drive- 
way. 

Section 18. It shall be deemed a 
violation of this ordinance for dny 
person in charge or contro! of any 
vehicle to make, with such vehicle, 
or any device connected therewith, 
any excessive noise to annoy. the 
public, or unnecessarily to race his 
motor running idle, or to 
open the muffler on any vehicle, or 
to permit such vehicle or any de- 
vice thereon to emit an unreastn- 
able quantity of smoke, or noxious 
gases or vapor. ; 

Section 14. (a) When vehicles 
approach an intersection of a street 
which is marked as an extension of 
a State Trunk line highway and 
any other street at the same time, 
the vehicle proceeding on the sti®et 
which is an extension of a Stu&te 
Trunk line highway shall have the 
right of way. 

(b) When vehicles approach an 
intersection of two or more streets 
other than extensions of State 
Trunk line highways at the same 
time, the vehicle approaching on the 
right of the driver shall have the 
right of way. 

(c) When vehicles approach an 
intersection of two or more streets 
which are marked as extensions of 
State Trunk lines, at the same time, 
the vehicle approaching on the driv- 
er’s right shall have the right of 
way; Provided, That the council 
may designate “Stop” streets on 
which traffic shall have the right of 
way at all intersections except those 
of State Trunk line highways. 

Keep to Right of Divided Driveways 

Section 15 On any avenur “treet 
or boulevard diviaea tongitudinally 
by a parkway, walk, sunken way or 
viaduct, vehicles shall keep to the 
right of such division. 
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Crossing Car Tracks Before Car 
Passes Path of Vehicle Prohibited 
Section 16. (a) When a-_ street 
car has started to make a crossing 
of any street, no driver of any ve- 
hicle shall attempt to cross the 
street railway tracks on said sfreet 
before the street car has entirely 
crossed the intended path of such 
vehicle 
Stop Behind Street Cars Loading or 
Unloading—Exceptions 

(b) When a street car has stop- 
ped, or is about to stop, for the pur- 
pose of taking on or discharging 
passengers, the driver of any vehi- 
cle which is being driven on the 
same street and in the same direc- 
tion as such street car, and which 
has not as yet passed all doors of 
such street car, or cars, shall bring 
his vehicle to a complete stop and 
shall remain standing until such 
street car has finished loading or 
unloading its passengers: Provided, 
That a vehicle which at the time 
such car stops, has not as _ yet 
passed the rear of such ear, shall 
stop as near the rear thereof as 
possible: Provided, further, That 
the provisions of this section shall 
not apply to street intersections 
where traffic officers are stationed, 
nor at such other intersections as 
have been properly designated by 
the Department of Police or City 
Council, Provided, further, That the 
provisions of this section shall not 
apply to street intersections where 
there is a raised or a protected safe- 
ty zone, 

Driving Through Occupied Safety 

Zones Unlawful 

Section 17. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to drive a vehicle 
upon or through any safety zone 
when said zone is occupied or about 
to be occupied by any person or per- 
sons. 

Section 18. No vehicle shal! cross 
a street upon which there is a street 
ear track; nor turn any corner at 
a rate of speed exceeding ten miles 
per hour. 

Section 19. A driver of a vehicle 
shall not turn to the left for the 
purpose of leaving the street upon 
which his vehicle is proceeding un- 
less, at the time, such vehicle is as 
close to the center of the street as 
safety will permit. 

The driver of a vehicle shall not 
turn nor attempt to turn to the right 
for the purpose of leaving the street 
upon which he is proceeding unless 
he is as close to the right-hanqd 
curb, as driving conditions will per- 
mit. *. 
Signals—Turning and Stopping 

Section 20. Before turning to the 
right or the left to leave a street, 
and before turning around or stop- 
ping thereon or before materially 
varying the eourse in which the v>- 
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hicle is proceeding, the driver of a 
vehicie shall give a timely warning 
signal to other drivers by extending 
the arm beyond and outside of the 
vehicle, holding the same in a hori- 


zontal position for a sufficient time 
to apprize approaching drivers of 
vehicles of his intention to change 
his course or stop, as the case may 
be; provided however, that in 
lieu of such signal,. signals may be 
wiven by any mechanical or elec- 
trical device which conveys an in- 
telligible warning to another driver 
approaching from the rear. In all 
cases the driver of a vehicle to 
whom such signal has been given, 
as required ,in this section, shall 
bring and keep his vehicle under 
such control as to be able to avoéid 
an accident resulting from any mis- 
understanding of such signals, and 
shall in all’ cases heed any such 


warning as shall have heen given . 


him. 
Standing Vehicles, Give Signal 
Section 21. A standing vehicle 


about to start shall give moving ve- 

hicles the right of way and the op- 

erator thereof shall give a timely 
and visible warning signal by ex- 
tending the arm, as provided in @ne 
preceding section, before so start- 
ing; no vehicle shall start or pull 
away from the curb while @& street 
car is passing abreast of such ve- 
hicle. 

Parade or Procession 

Section 22. (a) Permission for 
all parades must be obtained from 
the Chief or City Council and he 
or they may designate the routes 
of said parades.

Slowly Moving Vehicles Keep to 
Right Curb and Single File Only 
Section 23.

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the duty of its owner and its op- 
erator to remove the same, by 1tow- 
ing or otherwise within a reason- 
able time.

Same was necessary and that the 


city would not be liable under the 


circumstances. 

I wish here to call attention to 
another claim that was filed against 
the city by one, William A. Fraser,

y and Archives - Capital Area District Libraries 
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for damages that occurred to his 
car as claimed by him, amounting 
to $41.00, which accident occurred 
at the corner of Washtenaw and 
Chestnut-sts sometime in  Apfyil, 
claiming that there was a hole in 
the road. This claim was consider- 
ed by the Committee on City Af- 
fairs and referred to me, and I 
wish here to state that this claim 
is not in accordance and Keeping 
with the charter of the City of 
Lansing, however, we will discuss 
it as though the same was properly 
and legally made. 

It appears from the last claim 
that there had been proper bari- 
cades or guards placed around the 
hole in the street but as stated in 
his claim some driver had evidently 
run into the same and removed it. 

I am taking these two claims to- 
gether as they are practically both 
governed by the same principle of 
law; so the real question is, is a 
municipality liable for excavations 
of the nature hereinbefore  des- 
cribed, after putting the proper 
berriers or guards around the same. 

McQuillan on Municipal Corpor- 
ations Vol. 6 Section 2805, says: 
“The duty to keep the place guard- 
ed, if it exists, is a continuing one, 
but the municipality is not liable 
where proper warnings, such as 
barriers or lights or the like, have 
been put out but are removed by 
a third person or by accident be- 
fore the injury, and the municipal- 
ity has no actual notice of the re- 
moval and such a time has not 
elapsed thereafter as to charge the 
municipality with notice thereof 
and afford opportunity to replace 
them. Having performed its duty, 
in the first instance, the muni¢ipal- 
ity is oxgdinarily not required _ to 
keep a man on guard to see that 
the barriers or lights are not re- 
moved.” 

In support of the foregoing pro- 
position, many authorities are cited 
including the States of Missouri, 
New York, Vermont and Rhode 
Island. The same never having 
been before our Supreme _ Court. 
The logic of the same is fully sup- 
ported by our Supreme Court and 
our Statutes, especially in this, that 
where a dangerous hole or excava- 
tion of any kind appears in the\ 
street, notice of the same must be 
brought to the officers of the cor- 
poration and they have an oppor- 
tunity to repair the same before a 
claim of damages can be made, pro- 
vided the same has not existed for 
a length of time sufficient to give 
constructive notice to the said mu- 
nicipality. It would be unreason- 
able to hold that in a case of the 
repair of an ordinary obstruction in 
the street, that a watchman would 
have to be Kept on duty, and this 
question too has been cited.

An Ordinance to License and 
Regulate Auctioneers and Those 
Selling Property at Auction, 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. No person, persons or 
corporation shall sell, or offer for 
sale, at public auction, or cause or 
permit to be sold or disposed of, in 
the City of Lansing, at public auc- 
tion, any goods, wares, merchandise, 
or personal property, (no matter 
whether the same is their own prop- 
erty or the property of some other 
person, persons, firm or corpora- 
tion) without first obtaining from 
the city clerk of the City of Lan- 
sng a license to conduct said sale. 
This ordinance shall not apply to 
the selling of property under legal 
process or under mortgage or or- 
der of any coust. 

Section 2. Any person, persons, 
firm or corporation applying for a 
license for the sale at public auec- 
tion of goods, wares, merchandise 


‘and personal property, shall fur- 


nish to the city clerk of the City 
of Lansing, a written application 
for license, signed by the person, 
persons, firm or corporation in- 
tending to make said sale, desig- 
nating the property proposed to pe 
sold at such sale, the place (street 
and building number) where such 
sale is to be held, and the dates 
and the hurs of each day that 
said sale is to be held. Goods 
wares, merchandise, personal prop- 
erty which are not at the time 
said inventories are filed with the 
city clerk in or on the premises 
where said sale is to be held, shall 
not be offered for sale or sold, at 
said auction. There shall also be 
furnished to said city clerk with 
said application, two (2) complete, 
itemized copies of inventary of the 
property proposed to be sold under 
said license which said inventory 
shall contain a description suf- 
ficiently definite so that from the 
description in such inventory the 
property therein described can _ be 
determined and identified and each 
of said inventories shal! have at- 
tached thereto an affidavit stating 
among other things the following: 
“The property in the attached in- 
ventory is the only property pro- 
posed to be sold or offered for sale 
at said public auction and said 
property and all thereof of (state 
name of owner).” 

Section 3. <A fee of One Dollar 
shall accompany said application 
for license, which fee shall be re- 
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tained by said city clerk for the 
use of the City of Lansing. If in 
all respects the foregoing provis- 
ions of this Ordinance have been 
complied with by said applicant or 
applicants for such license, said 
City Clerk shall issue such license. 
Said license shall not be granted 
for any greater number of da/‘/s 
than the number of days desig- 
nated in the application for license 
on which such sale is to be held, 
and in no event shall such license 
be granted for more than Ten (10) 
days beginning with the first day 
of sale mentioned in such applica- 
tion for license, nor shall any auc- 
tion sale be conducted later than 
seven o’clock p. m. 


Section 4. The city clerk of the 
City of Lansing shall notify the 
Chief of Police of such sale and 
the Chief of Police shall select and 
.furnish for each public auction, li- 
censed to be held under this ordi- 
inance, an inspector who shall at- 
tend such auction sale during all 
of the time said sale is conducted, 
to which -inspector the City 
Clerk shall furnish one copy of 
said inventory filed with said city 
clerk at the time’ said application 
is filed. Said inspector’ shall, as 
said auction sale progresses, check 
cn said inventory, and make in 
writing a list of each article of- 
fered for sale, and sold, at such 
sale. No goods, wares, merchan- 
dise, or personal property shall be 
offered for sale, nor sold, at said 
auction sale, unless the same ap- 
pears in said inventory filed with 
said city clerk. Said applicant or 
applicants shall daily ‘pay to said 
inspector the sum of seventy-five

Said inspector shal} 
daily report to suid city clerk any 
goods, wares merchandise ang 
personal property which were or- 
fered for sale, or sold, at said auc- 
tion sale, and which were not con- 
tained in said inventory filed with 
license application. If any goods, 
wares, merchandise, ‘personal 
property are offered for sale, or 
sold at such auction sale, which 
are not described in said inventory, 
the act of offering the same for 
sale, or seilling same, at such pub- 


lic auction, shall, of itself, coinci- 
dent with such offer, revoké and 
make void said license, and consti- 
tute a violation of this ordinance. 

Section 6. The said city clerk 
shall, at the expense of said city 
of Lansing, provide for the use of 
the public, application blanks and 
forms of license meeting the re- 
quirements of this ordinance. 

Section 7. The following acts, 
omissions and practices in  con- 
nection with public auction sales, 
conducted under this ordinance, in 
addition to these others herein 
enumerated, are hereby prohibited, 
and the commission of any of the 
same shall be deemed a violation 
of, this ordinance. 


‘(a) The use of deceit, fraud cr. 


misrepresentation in the sale of, 
or offering for sale, any goods, 
wares, merchandise or _ personal 
property. : 

(b) The use ot false bidders, 
“eappers” and “puffers.” 

(c) The use of bells, buzzers_ or 
any variety of mechanical instru- 
ment that attract attention to an 
auction. 

(d) The use of any false or mis- 
leading advertising matter relat- 
ing to the kind or quality of any 
goods, wares, merchandise, or per- 
sonal property to be sold at public 
auction. : 

; (e) The substitution of an un- 
licensed auctioneer in the Place of 
a licensed auctiuneer, 

(f) The failure of an auction- 
eer at an auction sale to exhibit an 
auctioneer’s license to any police 
officer or city official, upon de- 
mand, at the place where said auc- 
tion is conducted. 

Section 8. No license undsy this 
ordinance shall be granted to any 
person under the age of twenty- 
one years. 

; Section 9. This ordinance is not 
intended to nor does it, relieve or 
dispense with the necessity of 
each and every -auctioneer con- 
ducting an auction complying wih 
the ordinances of said City of Lan- 


cing and the laws of the State of 


Michigan relating to auctioneer’s 
licenses. 

Section 10. This ordinance, 
among other things, is intended to 
Prevent applicant or applicants for 
license from selling at auction, 
g00ds, wares, merchandise and per-

An Ordinance to Lieense and 
Regulate Auctioneers and Those 
SeHing Property at Auction 


The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. No person, pgrsons or 
corporation shall sell, or offer for 
sale, at public auction, or cause or 
permit to be sold or disposed of, in 
the City of Lansing, at public auc- 
tion, any goods, wares, merchandise, 
or personal property, (no matter 
whether the same is their own prop- 
erty or the property of some other 
person, persons, form or _ corpora- 
tion) without first obtaining from 
the city clerk of the City of Lan- 
sing a license to conduct said sale. 
This ordinance shall not apply to 
the selling of property under legal 
process or under mortgage or order 
of any court. 


Section 2. Any person, persons, 
firm or corporation applying for a 
license for the sale at public auc- 
tion of goods, wares, merchandise 
and personal property, shall fur- 
nish to the city clerk of the city 
of Lansing, a written application 
for license, signed by the person, 
persons, firm or corporation intend- 
ing to make said sale, designating 
the property proposed to be sold.at 
Such sale, the place (street and 
building number) where such sale 
is to be held, and the dates afd the 
hours of each day that said sale is 
to be held. Goodg, wares, merchan- 
dise, personal property which are 
not at the time said inventories are 
filed with th® city clerk in or on 
the premises where said sale is to 
be held, shall not be offered for sale 
or soid, at said auction. There shall 
also be furnished to said city clerk 
with said application, two (2) com- 
plete, itemized copies of inventory 
of the property proposed to be sold 
under said license which said in- 
ventory shall contain a description 
sufficiently definite so that from 
the description in such inventory 
the property therein described can 
be determined and identified and 
each of said inventories shall have 
attached thereto an affidavit stat- 
ing among otner things the follow- 
ing: “The property in the attached 
inventory is the only property pro- 
posed to be sold or offered for sale 
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at said public auction and said 
property and all thereof of (state 
name of owner).” 


Section 3. A fee of One Dollar 
shall accompany said application for 
license, which fee shall be retained 
by said city clerk for the use of the 
city of Lansing . If*in all respects 
the foregoing provisions of this Or+ 
dinance have been complied with by 
said applicant or applicants for such 
license, said city clerk shall issue 
Such license. Said license shall not 
be granted for any greater number 
of days than the number of days 
designated in the application for li- 
cense on which. such sale is to be 
held, and in no event shall such li- 
cense be granted for more than Ten 
(10) days, beginning with the first 


day of sale mentioned in such appli- . 


cation for license, nor shall any auc- 
tion sale be conducted later than 
seven o’clock p. m, 


Section 4. The city clerk of the 
city of Lansing shall notify the 
chief of police of such sale, and the 
chief of police shall select and fur- 
nish for each public auction, li- 
censed to be held’ under this urdi- 
nance, an inspector who shall attend 
such auction sale during all of the 
time sqid sale is conducted, to which 
inspector the city clerk shall fur- 
nish one copy of said inventory filed 
with said city clerk at the time said 
application is filed. Said inspector 
shall, as said auction sale progress- 
es, check on said inventory, and 
make in writing a list of each ar- 
ticle offered for sale, and sold, at 
such sale. No goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or personal property, shall 
be offered for sale, nor sold, at said 
auction sale, unless the same ap- 
pears in said inventory filed with 
said city clerk. Said applicant or 
applicants shall daily pay to said 
inspector the sum of _ seventy-five 
(75) cents per ‘hour for each hour 
said sale is held, but a minimum 
payment of Five Dollars for each 
and every day must be paid, or be 
caused to be paid, by said applicant 
or applicants to said inspector; said 
fees shall not be payable for or to 
such inspector unless such inspec- 
tor daily actually attends’ such 
sale, and said inspector shall 
promptly pay said fees to the city 
treasurer of said city of Lansing. 

Section 5. Said inspector *shall 
daily report to said city clerk any 
goods, wares, merchandise and 
personal property which were  of- 
fered for sale, or sold, at said auc- 
tion sale, and which were not con- 
tained in said inventory filed with 


license application. If any goods, 
wares, merchandise, personal 
property are offered for’ sale, or 


sold at such auction sale, which are 
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not described in said inventory, the 
act of offering the same for sale, or 
selling same, at such public guction, 
shall, of itself, coincident with such 
offer, revoke and make void said li- 
cense, and constitute a violation of 
this ordinance. 


Section 6. The sata city clerk 
shall, at the expense of said city of 
Lansing, provide for the use of the 
public, application blanks and forms 
of license, meeting the requirements 
of this ordinance. 

Section 7. The following acts, 
omissions and practices in connec- 
tion with public auction sales, con- 
ducted under this ordinance, in ad- 
dition to these others herein enu- 
merated, are hereby prohibited, and 
the commission of any of the same 
shall be deemed a violation of this 
ordinance. 

(a) The use of deceit, fraud or 
misrepresentation in the sale of, or 
offering for sale, any goods, wares, 
merchandise or personal property. 

(b) The use of false _ bidders, 
“cappers’”’ and ‘“puffers.” 

(c) The uSe of bells, buzzers or 
any variety of mechanical] instru- 
ment that attract attention to an 
auction. 

(d) The use of any false or mis- 
leading advertising matter relating 
to the kind or quality of any goods, 
Wares, merchandise, or personal 
property to be sold at public auc- 
tion. 

(e) The substitution of an _ un- 
licensed auctioneer in the place of a 
licensed auctioneer. 

(f) The failure of an auctioneer 
at an auction sale to exhibit an auc- 
tioneer’s license to any police officer 


or city official, upon demand, at. the. 


place where said auction is conduct- 
ed. 

Section 8. No license under this 
ordinance shall be granted to any 
person under the age of twenty-one 
years. } 

Section 9. This ordinance is not 
intended to, nor does it, relieve or 
dispense with the necessity of each 
and every auctioneer conducting an 
auction complying with the ordi- 
nances of said city of Lansing and 
the laws of the state of Michigan 
relating to qguctioneer’s licenses. 

Section 10. This ordinance among 
other things, is intended to prevent 
applicant or applicants for license, 
from selling at auction, goods, 
wares, merchandise and _ personal 
property which during the days sqid 
auction sale is conducted and imme- 
diately before said sale are brought 
into this city for the purpose of 
selling the same at public auction 
under the guise and cover that the 
same are goods, wares, merchandise 
and personal property which the ap- 


co 
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plicant had within the city of Lan- 
sing before and at the time of filing 
such application for license; and is 


further intended to prevent the pub-. 


lic from being deceived in bidding 
at auction sale or sales upon goods, 


wares, merchandise and personal’ 


property which were not in the clty 
of Lansing at the time such appli- 
cation for license was filed. 

Section 11. The passage of this 
ordinance is in the interest of pub- 
lic morals and welfare, and for the 
prevention of deceit, misrepresenta- 
tion and fraud in the selling of 
goods, wares, merchandise and per- 
sonal property at public auction. 

Section 12. In addition to any 
other penalties or restrictions pro- 
vided in this ordinance, any license 
granted under the provisions hereof 
shall not be transferable, and shall 
contain a provision providing for 
the temporary revocation of said li- 
cenSe by the city clerk during the 
interim between the meetings of the 
city council, whenever the applicant 
or licensee shall have violated any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, 
and whenever any such license shall 
have been revoked by the city clerk 
because of a violation of the ordi- 
nance, the city clerk shall report his 
action thereon at the next regular 
meeting of the city council, “and 
such license shall then be revocable 
by the city council, at pleasure. 

Section 13. Any person, persons, 
firm or corporation, who shall vio- 
late any of the provisions of this 
ordinance, shall upon conviction for 
each offense, be subject to a fine not 
exceeding One Hundred Dollars, or 
be confined in the city or county jail 
for a period not exceeding ninety 
days, or both such fine and impris- 
onment, in the discretion of the 
court.

Zone Ordinance 


An ordinance to regulate and re- 
strict the location of trades and in- 
dustries and the location of build- 
ings designed for specified uses, to 
‘regulate and limit the height and 
bulk of buildings hereafter erected 
or altered, to regulate and limit the 
percentage of lot occupancy, and to 
regulate and determine the area of 

yards, courts and other open spaces 
ptrrounding bulldings, to limit and 

restrict the maximum number of 
families which.may be housed in 
dwellings hereafter erected or al- 
tered, and for said purposes to di- 
vide the gity into districts and pre- 
scribe penalties for the violation of 
its provisions. 

The cigy of Lansing ordains: 
Section 1.—Definitions. 

For the purpose of this ordinance, 
certain terms and words are here- 
with defined, as follows: 


Words used in the present tense 
include the future; words in the sin- 
gular include .the plural number, 
and words in the plural number in- 
clude the singular number; the word 
“building” includes the word “struc- 
ture”; the word “shall” is manda- 
tory and not directory. (Any word 
not herein defined shall be _  con- 
Strued as defined in the Housing 
Code of Michigan, Act 167, Public 
ay of 1917, and amendments there- 
to. 


Alley: <A public thoroughfare not 
over twenty-four (24) feet wide. 

Apartngent House: See “Multiple 
Dwelling.” 

Apartment Hotel: An apartment 
hotel is a multiple-dwelling in 
which are provided dining room ac- 
commodations for the joint use of 
‘the apartment houSe tengftts only. 


Apartment: A household unit in 
a multiple dwelling, tenement or 
‘apartment house, suitable for occu- 


! 
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Pancy for one or more persons, 
Area: §ee “Building Area.” 
Basement: A story partly under 

ground, but having at least one-half 

of its height above the highest lev- 
el of the adjoining ground. A base- 
ment, if not occupied for living pur- 
poses by other than the janitor or 
his family, shall not be included as 

a story for purpose of height meas- 

urement. 

Boarding House: A boarding 
house is a building or place wherein 
table board is provided to five or 


more individuals pursuant to. pre- 


vious arrangement and not to any 
who may apply. 

Building: A structure having a 
roof supported by columns or walls 
for the shelter, support or enclosure 
of persons, animals or chattels; and 
when separated by division walls 
from the ground up, and _ without 
openings, each portion of such 
building shall be deemed a separate 
building except as provided in sec- 
tion 15. 


Building Area: The maximum 
horizontal projected area of a build- 
ing and its accessory buildings, ex- 
cluding open. steps, terraces, and 
cornices projecting not more than 
thirty (30) inches. 

Cellar: -A cellar is a story having 
more than one-half of its height be- 
low the highest level of the gdjoin- 
ing ground and not occupied for liv- 
ing purposes. A cellar shall not be 
counted as a story for the parpese 
of height measurement. 

Curb Level: The curb level. is ‘the 
level of the established curb in 
front of the building measured at 
the center of such front. Where no 
curb has been established the city 
engineer shall establish such curb 
or its equivalent for the purpose of 
these regulations. 

Depth of Rear Yard: The mean 
horizontal distance between the rear 
line of the building and the center 
line of the alley, where an alley 
exists; otherwise the rear tot line. 

Depth of Lot: The mean horizon- 
tal distance between the front gnd 
rear lot lines. 

Dwelling: Is any house or build- 
ing, or portion thereof, which is oc- 


-cupied in whole or in part as: the 


home or residence of one or more 
human beings. 

District: A section of the city of 
Lansing for which the regulations 
governing the height, the area or 
the uSe of buildings and premises 
are the same. 

Group House: A group of not 
more than four (4) one-family 
dwellings, erected simultaneously as 
one building, under the same roof. 

Height of Building: The vertical 
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distance measured from_ the curb whether sabre Rae enumerated 
i middle of the herein or not. 

Dee Po ce Non-conforming use: A building 


front of the building to the highest 
point of the roof for flat roofs; to 
the deck line for mansard roofs, 
and to the mean height level (be- 
tween eaves and ridge) for gable 
and hip roofs. Where a building is 
located upon a terrace the height 
may be measured from the average 
ground level of the terrace at the 
building wall. 

Height of Yard: The vertical dis- 
tance from the lowest level of such 
yard to the highest ‘point of any 
bounding wall. 


Hotel: <A hotel is a building in 
which lodging is provided with or 
without meals (for more than fifty 
(50) persons) and offered to _ the 
public for compensation. As such it 
is opened to transient guests in con- 
tradistinction to a boarding house, 
a- lodging house, an apPartment 
house or an apartment hotel which 
are herein specifically defined. 


Lodging House: A lodging house 
is a building or place providing 
lodgings to individuals pursuant to 
previous arrangement and not to 
any one who may apply. 


Lot: Land occupied or to be oc- 
cupied by a building and accessory 
buildings and including such open 
spaces aS are required under this 
ordinance, and having its principal 
frontage upon a public street or of- 
ficially approved place. 


Lot, corner: Lot, triangular: A 
lot fronting on two or more streets 
at their junction, said streets form- 
ing with each other an angle of 45 
degrees or more, is a corner lot. 
When the angle formed by the in- 
tersecting Street is less than 45 de- 
grees, such a lot shall be known as 
a triangular lot. For the purpose of 
determining the percentage of lot 
occupancy, corner and triangular 
lots shall be assumed to have an 
area not greater than 5,000 square 
feet and a frontage not greater than 
100 feet on either of the intersect- 
ine streets. 3 


- Log, interior: A lot other than a 
corner lot or triangular lot. 

Lot, through: An interior lot hav- 
ing frontage on two streets. 

Lot lines: The lines bounding a 
lot as defined herein. 


Multipie dwelling: Is a dwelling 
which is occupied more or less per- 
manently for residence purposes by 
several families and in which the 
rooms are occupied in apartments, 
suites or groups, includes tenement 


houses, flats, apartment houses, 
apartment hotels, and all other 
dwellings similarly occupied, 


or premises occupied by a use that 
does not conform with the regula- 
tions of the use district in which 
it is situated. 

One family dwelling: Is a build- 
ing occupied as a dwelling by not 
more than one family. 

Percentage of lot occupancy: That 
portion of the area of a lot, as here- 
in defined, which is occupied or 
which may be occupied under this 
ordinance as building area. 

Place: An open unoccupied space 
dedicated to purposes of access for 
abutting property. 

Private garages: A garage with 
a capacity for not more than three 
steam or motor-driven vehicles. 

Public v.garage: Any premises 
used for housing or care of more 
than three steam or motor-driven 
vehicles, or where any such vehicles 
are equipped for operation, repaired, 
or kept for remuneration, hire or 
sale, not including exhibition or 
show rooms for model cars. 

Private stable: <A stable with a2 
capacity for not more than four 
horses, all but one of which shall be 
the property of one owner. 

Public stable: A stable with a 
capacity for more than four horses. 

Rear Yard: An open unoccupied 
space (excluding accessory build- 
ings, see Sec. 15) on the Same lot 
with a building between the rear 
line of the building and the rear 
line of the lot, for the full width 
of the lot. 

Setback: The minimum horizon- 
tal distance between the front line 
of the building (excluding steps and 
unenclosed porches) and the front 
line of the lot. m4 

Side yard: An open unoccupied 
space on the same lot with a build- 
ing between the building and the 
side line of the lot extending 
through from the front building line 
to the rear yard. 

Street: . A. public thoroughfare 
more than twenty-four (24) feet 
wide. 

Story: That portion of a build- 
ing included between the surface of 
any fioor next above it, or if there 
be no flaor above it then the space 
between such floor and the ceiling 
next above it. 


Half story: That portion of a 
building in the 35-foot height dis- 
trict, between the eaves and ridge 
lines of a pitched roof, which may 
or may rpt be used for tenant pur- 
poses, 

Structural alterations: Any change 
in the supporting members of a 
building, such as bearing walls or

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partitions, columns, beams or gird- 
ers, excepting such alterations as 
may be required for the safety of 
the building. 

Tenement house: See “Multiple- 


Dwelling.” 
Terrace: <A natural or artificial 
earthen embankment between a 


building and its street front. The

ference in elevation between the av- 
erage curb level, and the average 


elevation of the terrace at the 
building wall. 
Tower: A subordinate enclosed 


structure projecting above the roof 
line of a main building and having 
a roof supported by columns or 
walls. Such tower may be or may 
not be used for tenant purposes. 

Two-family dwelling: Is a build- 
ing occupied as a dwelling of not 
more than two families. 

Section 2.—Use District Regula- 
tions, 

In order to regulate and restrict 
the location of trades and industries 
and the location of buildings erected 
or altered for specific uses, the city 
of Lansing is hereby divided into 
“use districts,” of which there shall 
be five, Known as: 


“A” Residence District.

Except as hereinafter provided no 
building shall be erected or altered 
to exceed in height and limit herein 
established for the district in which 
such building is located. Provided 
further that no new building shall 
be erected, nor shall ane existing 
building be altered, enlarged or re- 
built, nor shall any open spaces 
surrounding any building, be en- 
croached upon or reduced in any 
manner except in conformity with 
the regulations hereby established 
for the district in which such build- 
ing is located. 

Section 10.—‘“‘A” Height and Area 

District. 

In the “A” Height and Area Diss 
trict the height of buildings, the 
minimum dimensions of yards and 
courts, the maximum percentage of 
lot occupancy and the maximum 
number of families per acre shall be 
as follows: 

Height: No building hereafter 
shall exceed thirty-five (35) feet or 
two and one-half (2%) stories, 

Rear Yard: On interior lots there 
shall be a rear yard having a mini- 
mum depth of sixteen (16) feet for a 
one story building, eighteen (18) 
feet for a two or two and one-half 
story building, and twenty (20) feet 
for a three story building. 


On a corner lot abutting on two 
streets, the depth of the rear yard 
may be six (6) feet less than that 
required for an interior lot. 

On corner lots abutting on three 
streets the rear yard need not ex- 
tend across the full width of the 
lot, only to its median line. 


The above requirements for a 
rear yard may be decreased by one- 
half provided there is no room of 
the dwelling which receives its le- 
gal light as required by the state 
housing code from such rear yard. 

Side Yard: There shall be a side 
yard on each side of the lot of not

used for commercial purposes and 
located in a “C’?’ commercial district 
may waive this side yard require- 
ment, except on the Side adjacent to 
“A” residence property. 

Setback: There shall be a sSet- 
back of not less than twenty (20) 
feet; provided that where all but 
one of the buildings on one side of 
a street between two intersecting 
streets have observed a uniform Sset- 
back line of more or less than twen- 
‘y (25) fcet all new buidings shall 
conform to such setback line; and 
provided that this regulation shall 
not reduce the buildable width of 
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a corner lot facing an intersecting 
street to less than twenty-four (24) 
feet where such corner lot was held 
under a distinct and separate own- 
ership from adjacent lots and of 
record at the time of the passage 
of this ordinance. 

Building Area and Number of 
Families per Acre; No building with 
its accessory buildings shall occupy 
in excess of 40% of an interior lot, 
nor in excess of 50% of a corner lot. 
No dwelling shall hereafter be erect- 
ed or altered to accommodate nor 
make provision for more than ten 
(10) families on any acre of land, 
nor make provision for more than 
a proportional number of families 
on any fractional part of an acre of 
land. The maximum number of 
families which may hereafter be 


housed on any lot shall not exceed - 


the integral number obtained by 

multiplying the acreage of such plot, 

exclusive of the area within street 

lines by ten (10). 

Section 11.—“B” Height and Area 
District. 

In the “B”’ Height and Area Dis- 
trict and height of buildings, the 
minimum dimensions of yards and 
courts, the maximum percentage of 
lot occupancy and the maximum 
number of families per acre shall 
be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter 
erected shall exceed forty-five (45) 
feet or three stories. 


Rear Yard: On interior lots there 
shall be a rear yard having a mini- 
mum depth of sixteen (16) feet for 
a one story building, eighteen (18) 
feet for a two story building, and 
twenty (20) feet for a three story 
bullding. 


On a corner lot abutting on twvo 
streets the depth of the rear yard 
may be six (6) feet less than re- 
quired for an interior lot. 


On corner lots abutting on three | 


streets the rear yard need not ex- 
tend across the full width of the 
lot, only to its median line. 


The above requirements for a rear 
yard may be decreased by one-half 
provided there is no room of the 
dwelling which receives its legal 
light as required by the state hous- 
ing code from such rear yaru. 


Side Yard; Tnere shall be a side 
yard on each side of the lot of not 
less than three (3) feet in width, 
provided, however, that a side yard 
shall in no case be less than one 
(1) inch in width for, each foot of 
building length, and provided fur- 
ther that buildings used for com- 
mercial purposes and located in a 
“©” commercial district may waive 
this side yard requirement, except 
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on the side adjacent to ‘‘B” or “A” 
resident property. 


Setback: There snall be a setback 
of not less than twenty (20) feet; 
provided that where all but ‘one of 
the buildings on one side of a street 
between two intersecting streets 
thirty-six hundred (3600) square 
feet have observed a uniform set- 
back line of more or less than twen- 
ty (20) feet all new buildings shall 
conform to such set back line; and 
provided that this regulation shall 
not reduce the buildable width of a 
corner lot facing an _ intersecting 
street to less than twenty-four (24) 
feet where such corner lot was held 
under a distinct and separate own- 
ership from adjacent lots and , of 
record at the time of the passage of 
this ordinance. . 

Building Area and Number of 
Families Per Acre; No building with 
its accessgry buildings shall occupy 
in excess of 50% of an interior lot, 
nor in excess in 60% of a corner lot. 
No dwelling shall hereafter be 
erected or altered to accommodate 
nor make provision for more than 
eighteen (18) families on any acre 
of land, nor make _ provision for 
more than a proportional number of 
families on any fractional part of 
an acre of land. The maximum num- 
ber of families which may here- 
after be housed on any lot shall not 
exceed the intergral number. ob- 
tained by multiplying the acreage of 
such plot, exclusive of the area 
within street lines by eighteen (18). 

Section 12.—‘“C’’ Height and Area 
District. 

In the “C” Height and Area Dis- 
trict the height of buildings, the 
minimum dimensions of yards and 
courts, the maximum percentage of 
lot occupancy and the maximum 
number of families per acre shall be 
as follows: 

Height: No building hereafter 
erected shall exceed seventy-five 
(75) feet or six (6) stories. 

Rear Yard: On interior lots there 
shall be a rear yard having a 
minimum depth as follows: Sixteen 
(16) feet for a one (1) story build- 
ing, eighteen (18) feet for a two (2) 
story building, twenty (20) feet for 
a three (3) story building, twenty- 
four (24) feet for a. four (4) story 
building, twenty-eight (28) feet for 
a five (5) story building and thirty- 
two (32) feet for q six (6) story 
building. 

On a corner lot abutting. on two 
streets the depth of the rear yard 
may be six (6) feet less than re- 
quired for an interior lot. 

On corner lot abutting on three 
streets the rear yard need not ex- 
tend across the full width of the lot,

Section 13.—‘“D” 

District. 


In the “D” Height and Areg Dis- 
trict buildings used for residenta! 
purposes shall comply with the 
regulations of the “C” Height and 
Area District. The height of the 
buildings, the minimum dimensions 
of yards and courts, the maximum 
percentage of lot occupancy and the 
maximum number of families per 
acre. for all othe: buildings shall 
be as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter 
erected shall exceed seventy-five 
(75) feet. or six (6) stories. 

Rear Yard: There shall be a rear 
Se of not less than fifteen (15) 
eet. 


Height and Area 
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Side Yagd: A side yard, if pro- 
vided, shall be not less than three 
(3) feet wide, nor less than three- 
fourths (%) of an inch in width 
for each foot of building lengta. 

Building Area and Number of 
Families per Acre: No building with 
its accessory buildings shall occupy 
in excess of eighty (80) percent of 
an interior lot, nor in excess. of 
ninety (90) percent of a corner lot. 
Section 14.~~-‘K” Height and Area 

District. 
In the “EK” Height and Area Dis- 


trict building used for  residental 
purposes shali comply with the 
regulations of the “C”’ Height and 


Area District. The height of build- 
ing, the minimum dimensions. of 
yards and courts, the maximum per- 
rentage of lot occupancy and the 
maximum number of families per 
acre for all other buildings shall be 
as follows: 


Height: No building hereafter 


erected shall exceed one hundred 
fifty (150) feet. 
Rear Yard: There shall] be a rear 


yard of not less than ten (10) feet. 

Side “Yard: A _ side yard, if pro- 
vided, shall be not less than three 
(3) feet; nor less than three-fourths 
of an inch wide for each foot of 
building length. 

Building Area: A _ building . with 
its accessory buildings may occupy 
the entire lot on the (first floor, 
provided the required provision for 
arear year is complied with. Above 
the first floor a building shall not 
occupy in excess of ninety (90) per-

Section 15.—Height and Area Dis- 
trict Exceptions. 

The foregoing requirements in the 
height and area district shall be 
subject to the following excéptions 
and regulations: 

Heights— 

First: That in the “A” and “B” 
Height and Ares District, public or 
semi-public buildings, hospitals, 
sanitariums or schoolg may _ be 
erected to a height not exceeding 
sixty (60) feet, when gq setback from 
all lot lines not less than one foot 
for each foot such building exceed 
thirty-five (35) and forty-five (45) 
feet respectively in height. 

Second: A one family dwelling in 
the “A” Height and Area District 
may be increased in height by not 
more than ten (0) feet when two 
¢2) side yards of not less than fif- 
teen (15) feet each are provided. 
such dwellings, however, shall not 
wxerccd curse (3) stories in height. 

Third: Churches, cathedrals and 
temples, which have side yards on 
all sides and comply with the area 
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restrictions of the “A” Height and 
Area District may be erected ag to 
the height and regulations in ac- 
cordance with existing or hereafter 
adopted ordinances of the City of 
Lansing. 


Fourth: Chimneys, cooling towers, 
elevator bulkheads, fire towers, gas 
tanks, grain elevators, lighthouses, 
pent houses, stacks, stage towers or 
scenery lofts, sugar refineries, 
tanks, water towers, ornamental 
towers and spires, wireless towers 
or necessary mechanical appurten- 
ances may be erected as to their 
height in accordance with existing 
or hereafter adopted ordinances of 
the City of Lansing. A tower may 
be erected on a building having a 
minimum frontage of one hundred 
(100) feet on a street, provided such 
tower occupies not more than 50% 
of the frontage of the street, is re- 
moved twenty-five feet from any 
adjoining property line and shall 
have qa maximum horizontal area 
not to exceed thirty-six hundred 
(3600) square feet. A tower may be 
erected on a _ building having a 
frontage on three or more streets, 
but such tower shall have a max- 
imum horizontal dimension of not 
more than 50% of the average front- 
age of the building on all streets, 
shall be removed at least twenty- 
five (25) feet from any adjoining 
property line, and shall have a max- 
imum horizontal area not to exceed 


thirty-six hundred (3600) square 
feet. 
Fifth: On ‘through’ lots one 


hundred (100) feet or less in depth 
the height of a building may be 
measured from the curb level on 
either street. On through lots more 
than one hundred (100) feet in 
depth the height regulations and 
basis gf height measurement for the 
Street permitting the greater height 
shall apply to a depth of not more 
than one hundred (100) feet from 
that street. 

Area— 

First: For purposes of the area 
regulations a semi-detached dwell- 
ing in the “A” Residence District, or 
group house in the ,*“B” Residence 
District may be considered as one 
building and occupying one lot. 

Second: Buildings on through 
lots and running through from 
Street to street may waive the re- 
quirements for a rear yard when 
complying with the percentage of 
lot occupancy by furnishing other 
open spaces in lieu of such required 
rear yard. 


Third: In computing the depth of 
a rear yard or the width of a side 
yard for any building where such 
yard opens onto an alley or street, 


Board may determine. 
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one-half of such alley or street may 
be assumed to be a portion of the 
yard. 

Fourth: In computing the per- 
centage of lot occupancy in the “DD” 


and “KE” Height and Area Districts 


where a lot abuts on an alley, one- 
half the width of the abutting alley 
may be assumed to be a portion of 


the lot. 


Fifth: Every part of a required 
yard shall be open from its lowest 
point to the sky unobstructed, ex- 
cept for the ordinary projections of 
skylight above the bottom of such 
yard, and except for the projection 
of sills, belt courses, cornices and 
ornamental features not to exceed 
four (4) inches. 

Sixth: No cornice shall project 
over the street line more than three 
(3) per cent of the width of such 
Street, and shall in no case project 
more than three (3) feet. 

Seventh: Open or lattice enclosed 
fire escapes, fireproof outside stair- 
ways and solid floored balconies 
opening upon fire tuwers, project- 
ing into a yard not more than five 
(5) feet, and the ordinary projec- 
tions of chimneys and flues, may be 
permitted by the Building Commis- 
sioner where same are so placed as 
not to obstruct the light and ven- 
tilation. 

Eighth: One or more accessory 
buildings may be erected within a 
required rear yard when built to a 
height not exceeding twelve (12) 
feet and which occupy an area of 
not more than thirty (30) percent 
of the area of such required rear 
yard, 

Section 16.—Board of Appeals. 

Creation of Membership: A Board 
of Appeals iS hereby’ established. 
The word “Board” when used in this 
section shall be construed to mean 
the Board of Appeals. The Board 
shall consist of five members, of 
whom not less than two (2) shall be 
members of the City Council, ap- 
pointed by the Mayor by and with 
the consent of the Council for terms 
of one (1) for one year, two (2) for 
two years, and two (2) for three 
years, respectively, in the first in- 
stance, and thereafter appointments 
shall be for three (3) years each. 
The chairman of the Board shall 
be annually elected by the members 
of the Board. -All members of the 
Board shall serve without compen- 
sation. 

Meetings: Meetings of the Board 
shall be held at such times as the 
There shall 
be a fixed place of meeting and all 
meetings shall be open to the pub- 
lic. The Board shall adopt its own 
rules of procedure and keep a rec- 
ord of its proceedings, showing the 
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action of the Board and the vote of 
@€ach member upon’ each question 
considered. The presence of four 
members shall be necessary to con- 
stitute a quorum. 

Appeal. Appeal from the ruling of 
the Building Commission concerning 
the enforcement of the provisions of 
this ordinance may be made to the 
Board of Appeals within such time 
ag shall be prescribed by the Board 
by general rule. The appellant 
shall file with the Build- 
ing Commission and with 
the Board of Appeals a notice of ap- 
peal, specifying the grounds thereof. 
The Building Commissioner shall 
forthwith transmit to the Board all 
the papers constituting the record 
upon which the action appealed for 
was taken. 

Stay: An appeal stays all pro- 
ceedings in furtherance of the ac- 
tion appealed from unless the Build- 
ing Commissioner, from whom the 
appeal is taken, certifies to the 
Board of Appeals, after the notice 
of appeal shall have been filed with 
him, that by reason of facts stated 
in the certificate, a stay would in 
his opinion cause imminent peril to 
life or property, in which case pro- 
ceedings shall not be stayed other- 
wise than by a restrqgining order 
which may be granted by the Board 
of Appeals or by the Circuit Court, 
on application, on notice to. the 
Building Commissioner from whom 
the appeal is taken and on due 
cause shown. 

Jurisdiction: The Board of Ap- 
Peals may, in specific cases, after 
public notice and hearing, and sub- 
ject to appropriate conditions and 
safeguards, determine and vary the 
application of the use, height and 
areg district regulations herein es- 
tablished in harmony with their 
general purposes and intent as fol- 
lows: 

(1) Grant a permit in a residence 
district for a temporary building for 
commerce or industry incidental to 
the residental development, such 
permit to be issued for a period of 
not more than one (1) year. 

(2) Grant a permit in a residence 
district for a temporary building 
for distributing ice for a period of 
one year. 

; (3) Grant a permit for the recon- 

struction within twelve (12) months 
of a building destroyed by fire or 
other causes to the extent of not 
more than one-half of its assessed 
value when such building is located 
in a district restricted against its 
use. 

(4) Grant a permit for the ex- 
tension of a use or height and area 
district for a distance of not more 
than twenty-five (25) feet where 
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the boundary line of a district di- 
vides qa lot in a single Ownership at 
the time of the adoption of this or- 
dinance. 

(5) Grant a permit for the en- 
largement of existing building or 
buildings, or erection on the same 
lot or plot of ground of additional 
buildings for a trade, business or 
industry located in a district re- 
stricted against its use, where such 
enlargement or expansion of such 
trade, business or industry will not 
be detrimental to or tend to alter 
the character of the neighborhood. 

(6) Grant a permit for the erec- 
tion and use of a building or the use 
of a premises in any location to a 
public service corporation or for 
public utility purpose which the 
Board admits reasonably necessary 
iN the public Gonvenience or wel- 
are, 


(7) Interpret the provisions of 
this ordinance in such a way as to 
carry out the intent and purpose of 
the plan, as shown upon the maps 
fixing the several districts accom- 
panying and made a part of this or- 
dinance where the street layout ac- 
tually on the ground varies from 
the street layout as shown on -the 
maps aforesaid. 


(8) Adopt from time to time 
such rules and regulations as may 
be deemed necessary to carry into 
effect the provisions of this or- 
dinance, 

(9) “Grant permit for the erec- 
tion of a one family dwelling on a 
lot held under a separate and dis- 
tinct ownership from the adjacent 
lots and of record at the time of the 
passage of this ordinance which has 
less area than the lot area per fam- 
ily requirements of this ordinance 
for the district in which such lot is 
located. 

Section 17.—Certificate of Occupancy 
and Compliance. 


No premises shall be occupied or 
used and no building shall hereafter 
be erected or altered, nor any build- 
ing existing at the passage of this 
ordinance be altered or changed in 
its use, until certificates called a 


“Certificate of Occupancy and Com-. 


pliance,” shall have been issued by 
the Building Commissioner, stating 
that the building or proposed use of 
building or premises complies with 
all building and health laws and or- 
dinances of the city and with the 
provisions of this Zoning Ordinance. 


This Certificate of Occupancy and 
Compliance shall be applied for at 
the same time as the application for 
a ruli'ding permit and shall be is- 
sued at any time, not exceeding ten 
(10) days, after the erection or al- 
teration of such building shall have 
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been completed in conformity with 
the provisions of these regulations. 
A record of all certificates shall be 
kept on file in the office of the 
Building Commissioner and _ copies 
shall be furnished, on request, to 
any person having a proprietary or 
tenancy interest in the building af- 
fected. No fee shall be charged for 
the original Certificate of Occu- 
pancy and Compliance when applied 
for at the same time as the applica- 
tion for a building permit, for all 


other certificates or copies of any 


original certificate there shall be a 
charge of one dollar each. No build- 
ing permit shall be issued before ap- 
Plication has been made for Certi- 
ficate of Occupancy and Compliance. 
Section 18:—Plats. 

All applications for building per- 
mits shall be aecompanied by a plat 
in duplicate drawn to scale showing 
the actual dimensions of the lot to 
be built upon, the size of the build- 
ing to be erected, and such other 
information as may be necessary to 
provide for the enforcement of 
these regulations. A careful record 
of such applications and plats shall 
be kept in the office of the building 
commissioner. No yard, court or 
other open space provided about any 
building for the purpose of comply- 
ing with the provisions of these 
regulations shall again be used as 
a yard, court or other open space for 
another building. 


Section .19:—Use Permit. 

No change shall be made in the 
use of a building without a permit 
having first been issued by the 
building commissioner, and no per- 
mit shall be issued to make such a 
change unless it is in accordance 
with the provisions of this ordin- 
ance or amendment thereto here- 
after duly enacted. 

Section 20:—Interpretation. Purpose 
and Conflict. 


In interpreting and applying the 
provisions of this ordinance, they 
shall be held to be the minimum re- 
quirements for the promotion 
of the public safety, health, 
convenience, comfort, prosperity and 
general welfare. It is not intended 
by this ordinance to interfere with 
Or abrogate or annul any  ordin- 
ance, rules, regulations or permits 
previously adopted or issued, and 
mot in conflict witn any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance or which 
Shall be adopted or issued, pursuant 
to law relating to the use of build- 
ings or premises, nor is it intended 
by this ordinance to intérfere with 
or abrogaté or annul any easements, 
covenants, or other agreements be- 
tween parties, provided, however, 
that where this ordinance imposes 
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a greater restriction upon the use 


of building or premises or upon, 


height of building or requires larger 
open spaces than are imposed or re- 
quired by such ordinances, rules, 
regulations or permits, or by ¢ase- 
ments, covenants, or agreements, the 
provisions of this ordinance shall 
control. 

Section 21.—Violation; Penalty. 

Every person, firm or corporation 
violating, neglecting or refusing to 
comply with any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall, upon con- 
vittion thereof, be punished by a 
fine of not less’ than twenty-five 
($25) dollars. nor more thar two 
hundred ($200) dollars. 

Each and every day’s continuance 
of the violation of this ordinance 
shall constitute a separate offense 
and be punishable as such. 

The City of Lansing or any pri- 
vate citizen may take steps in court 
to cause the abatement of any vio- 
lation of this ordinance. 

Section 22.—Boundaries of Districts. 

Where uncertainty exists with re- 
spect to the boundaries of the var- 
ious districts as shown on the maps 
accompanying and made a part of 
this ordinance the following rules 
shall apply: 

(a) The district boundaries are 
either streets or qglleys unless other- 
wise shown and where the designa- 
tion or the maps accompanying and 
made a part of this ordinance indi- 
cating the various districts are ap- 
proximately bounded by streets or 
alley lines, said street or alley shall 
be construed to be the boundary of 
such district;. 

(b) Where the district boundar- 
les are not otherwise indicated and 
where the property has been or may 
hereafter be divided into blocks and 
lots, the district boundaries = shgll 
be construed to be lot lines, and 
where the designations on the maps 


- accompanying and made a part of 


this ordinance indicating the var- 
ious districts are approximately 
bounded by lot lines, said lot lines 
shall be, construed to be the bound- 
ary of such district, unless’. said 


boundaries are otherwise indicated 


en the maps. 
Section 23.—Validity and Adminis- 
tration. 

Should any gection, clause or 
provision of this ordinance be. de- 
clared by the courts to be invalid, 
the same shall not affect the valid- 
ity of the ordinance as a whole or 
any part thereof, other than the 
part so declared to be invaJid. 

It is hereby made the duty of the 
Building Commissioner to adminis- 
ter this ordinance. 

Section 24.—Changes ' and Amend- 
ments. 
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The City Council may, of its own 
motion or upon petition signed by 
the owners of a majority of the 
property according to frontage in: 
any district or portion thereof, pre- 
pare an ordinance amending, supple- 
menting, or changing the _ district 
boundaries or the regulations herein 
established. The City Council shall 
cause to be prepared a notice indi- 
cating the proposed change in the 
regulations or in the district bound- 
ary lines and describing the bound- 
aries of the territory to be affected, 
which notice shall set a date for a 
public hearing for consideration of 
such proposed amendment, supple- 
ment or change. After due publica- 
tion and posting and public hearing 
of such proposed amendment, sup- 
plement or change, as required by 
law, the City Council may cause 
such ordinance to be introduced in 
the City Council of the City of Lan- 
sing. Whenever a written protest 
-against such proposed amendment, 
supplement, or change, signed by 
the owners of twenty (20) percent 
of the frontage proposed to be al- 
tered, or by the owners of twenty 
(20) percent of the frontage: im- 
mediately adjoining or across an al- 
ley therefrom, or by the owners of 
twenty (20) percent of the frontage 


directly opposite the frontage pro-' 


posed to be altered, shall have been

Whereas: Owing to a misunder- 
standing of the voters of the city 
of Lansing our public improvements, 
and especially that of paving has 
been practically at a stand still dur- 
ing the present year, and many peo- 
ple have been deprived of an oppor- 
tunity to earn their livelihood and 
the city generally is deprived of 
needed improvements, 


And Whereas: The Merchants Bu- 
requ of the Chamber of Commerce 
recently petitioned the City Council 
of the City of Lansing requesting 
that the mayor appoint a commit- 
tee to confer with several commit- 
tees that might ke appointed from 
the different organizations of the 
city to determine the advisability of 
submitting to the people of the city 
of Lansing in the near future the 
question of amending its Charter jin 
relation to those matters referring: 
to public improvements: 


And Whereas: In consideration of 
the communication from the Mer- 
chants Bureau a resolution waS pre- 
pared and adopted by the City 
Council directing the mayor to ap- 
point a committee consisting of 
members from the City Council, the 
Merchants Bureau, Real Estate 
Board, Trades and Labor Council, 
and. League of Women Voters, for 
the purpose of submitting to the 
City Council a proposition relative 
to the paving of streets and public 
improvements. 


And Whereas: Said committee 
Was duly and regularly appointed, 
and at a recent meeting of said 
comittee said committee recom- 
mended that an amendment to Sec- 
tion 148 of the City Charter be sub- 
mitted to the voters of the City of 
Lansing at a Special] election to be 
held on September 14, 1926. That 
said amendment be so framed and 
submitted as to amending that part 
or portion of the Same that would 
permit the Council of the City of 
Lansing to issue bonds and borrow 
money for the purpose of public 
improvements, that portion of which 


arrived at 8:00 
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is to be assessed in a Special assess- 
ment district and made to pay 
therefor. These amendments  be- 
ing so proposed by said committee 
for the purpose that the -City of 
Lansing might carry out a reason- 
able scheme of improvements which 
is necessary to the upbuilding ang 
progress of said City of Lansing. 

THEREFORH, Be it Resolved by 
the City Council of the City of Lan- 
sing:

lows: 


Section 148: “For the purpose of 
paving, construction of sewers, pub- 
lic buildings, bridge and public im- 
provements of any kind the city 
council may borrow on the credit 
of the city of Lansing, such sum 
Or sums of money as it may deem 
necessary, not exceeding such limi- 
tations as may be fixed by law, for 
a term not exceeding thirty years,

and health is sreh that they are 
suitable to do the said work re- 
quired in such undertakings and 
that said applicant is not afflicted 
with any communicable or _ § infec- 
tious disease of any kind. 

- Sec. 6—That the Health Officer 
and Sanitary Inspector of the City 
of Lansing. shall have full power 
at all reasonable times to enter

The following ordinance was in- 
troduced by Ald. Potter, read a first 
and second time by its title and re- 
to the Committee on Ordin- 


ces: 

AN ORDINANCE to restrict occu- 
pations and buildings in residence 
districts. 

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 

Sec. 1. It shall be unlawful here- 
after for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to build or construct, or to 
conduct a business or undertaking 
on any site where 50% of the build- 
ings within a radius of four hun- 
dred feet of the proposed site are 
used exclusively for Residential. 
Purposes; or to build any building 
or conduct any business’ thereon, 
whether there be a bujlding or not 
which is to be used or will be used 
for anything but Residential Pur- 
poses and appurtenances’ thereto, 
without first filing with the Build- 
ing Inspector of the City of Lansing 
a written consent of more than 60% 
of the property owners, according to 
total frontage on any public street 
or streets within a radius of four 
hundred feet of the proposed site of 
said building or a business under- 
taking. 

Sec. 2. Any building erected or 
conducted in violation of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance is hereby 
declared to be a nuisance and may 
be abated accordingly. 

Sec. 3. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration violating the provisions of 
this ordinance, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be subject to a fine vf not less 
than Sixty Dollars, and not more 
than One Hundred Dollars, or be 
confined in the county jail for a 
period not exceeding ninety days, or 
both in the discretion of the court.

— following ordinance was in- 
duced by Ald. Potter, read a first 
nd second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordi- 


ee ee 
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nances;: 

An Ordinance to regulate and li- 
cense hawking and peddling and the 
sale of goods, wares and merchan- 
dise in the City of Lansing; to pro- 
vide a penalty for the violation of 
the terms thereof, and to repeal all 
ordinanes heretofore passed regu- 
lating hawking and peddling. 

Section 1. The City of Lansing 
ordains that all persons, firms or 
corporations desiring to sell any 
goods, wares or merchandise within 
the corporate limits of the city by 
hawking or peddling the same, or 
offering to’ sell the same in any 
street, lane, alley, loading dock, the 
city market, or in any public place 
in said city, or carrying any such 
goods, wares and merchandise about 
said city from place to place or from 
house to house or taking orders for 
any Such goods, wares and merchan- 
dise to be thereafter deiivered from 
house to house or from place to 
place in said city either by them- 
selves, their agents or employes, 
shall first obtain a license from the 
said city for such purpose. 

Provided, however, that it shall be 
lawful for any person without such 
license to ell fruits, vegetables, 
grains or other farm or garden pro- 
ducts :aised on premises or land 
owned or occupied by such persons, 
at the city market in said city ac- 
cording to the ordinance in such 
case made and provided and accord- 
ing to the rules established for the 
operation of said city market or by 
carrying the same from place to 
place, or from house to house, in 
said city. 

Provided, further, that it shail not 
be lawful to hawk or peddle any 
goods, wares or merchandise, or tu 
offer the same for sale on any street 
lane, alley or other public place 
within the fire limits of the City of 
Lansing, without first having ob- 
tained a special license therefore, 
and all licenses may be granted or 
withheld at the discretion of the 
Sity Clerk. 

Section 2. Licenses hereunder 
3hall be granted for the period of 
one year only. Provided, however, 
that special licenses for street ven- 
jJers may be issued by the City Clerk 
at his discretion on days when there 
is a circus performing in the City of 
Lansing, for the sum of Two Dollars 
($2.00) per day for each article. 

Section 3. No license shall be 
granted until the person applying 
therefore shall have paid for the 
same the sum of Ten Dollars 
($10.00) for each day that license 
shall be issued, or the sum of One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) which 
would entitle the person applying 
for said license to engage in the 
business herein set forth for a peri- 
od of one year. 
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Section 4. The provisions of the 
ordinance shall not be construed to 
apply to nor regulate commercial 
travelers employed by wholesale 
houses and selling staple articles of 
merchandise to merchants of the 
city to be retailed by them; nor to 
persons selling milk; nor to the de- 
livery Or goods sold by business 
houses of the city; nor to sales for 
local charitable purposes by resi- 
dents of the city. No license granted 
under the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be assignable nor pro- 
tect any person, firm or corporation 
but the one to whom it is granted. 

Section 5. Every person claiming 
to have a license issued under the 
provisions of this ordinance shal} ex. 
hibit the same to any member of the 
police force upon demand, and a re- 
fusal to exhibit the same when so 
demanded by any member of said 
police force of the said city shall be 
deemed to be conclusive proof to 
such officer that no license hag been 
issued to such persol, 

Section 6 Every person, firm or 
corporation who shall hereafter en- 
ter upon the pusiness of selling 
goods, wares or merchandise from 
any store, building, hotel, warehouse 
or depot, or railroad freight car 
within the City of Lansing, without 
first having obtained the license 
hereinafter provided shali be deemed 
an itinerant tradesman under the 
meaning of this ordinance except 
resident merchants occupying per- 
manent stores, buildings owned by 
them or by them held under written 
lease for a term of not less than one 
year. . 


Section 7. No itinerant trades- 
man shall sell any goods, wares or 
merchandise within the City of Lan- 
sing until he shall have first ob- 
tained from the Clerk of said city 
a license for that purpose in force 


at the time of Such sale, and for. 


which license such itinerant sales- 
man shall pay in advance to said 
Clerk, $25.00 for each secular day 
embraced’ in the period for which 
such license is granted. 


Section 8. Any person who shail 
violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall upon conviction 
thereof be punished by a fine of not 
less than Five Dollars and not ex- 
ceeding Fifty Dollars and the costs 
of prosecution; and the Court, be- 
fore whom such conviction shall be 
had, may make a further sentence 
that in default of the payment of 


* such fine and costs within the time 


to be fixed by such Court, the per- 
son so convicted shall be imprisoned 
in the county jail, or city prison 
until such costs and fine are paid 
not exceeding the term of ninety 
days. 


Section 9. The City Clerk is here- 
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by authorized and instructed under 
this ordinance to supply such licen- 
ses, when hawking and peddling 
from vehicles with a duplicate num- 
ber for each wagon and a corre- 
sponding number for the driver. 
Section 10. An ordinance to reg- 
ulate hawking and peddling and 
street vending and to prohibit per- 
sons from hawking, peddling and 
vending goods, wares, merchandise, 
drugs, fruits or vegetables within 
the limits of the city without a li- 


eense, being ordinance No. 75 as 
amended is hereby repealed.

Building Area: The maximum 
horizonta! projected area of a 
building and its accessory build- 
ings, excluding open. steps, ter- 
races, and cornices projecting not 
more than thirty (30) inches. 

Cellar: <A cellar is a story hav- 
ing more than one-half of its 
height below the highest level of 
the adjoining ground and not occu- 
pied for living purposes.

Curb level: The curb level is the 
level of the established curb in 
front of the building measured at 
the center of such front. Where 
no curb has been established the 
eity engineer shall establish such 
curb or its equivalent for the pur- 
pose of these regulations.

Dwelling: 1s any house or build- 
ing, or portion thereof, 
occupied in whole or in part as the 
home or residence of one or moie 
human beings. 

District: A section of the city 
of Lansing for which the regula- 
tions governing the height, the 
area or the use of buildings and 
premises are the same. 

Group House: A group of nof

Height of Building: The verti- 
cal distance measured from _ the

Height of Yard: The vertica!i 
distance from the lowest level of 
such yard to the highest point of 
any bounding wall. 

Hotel: A hotel is a building in 
which lodging is provided with or 
without meals (for more than fifty 
(50) persons) and offered to the 
public for compensation. As such 
it is opened to transient guests. in 
contradistinction to a boarding 
house, a lodging house, an apart- 
ment house or an apartment hotel 
which are herein specifically de- 
fined, 

Lodging House: A lodging house 
is a building or place providing 
lodgings to individuals pursuant to 
previous arrangement and not to 
any one who may supply. 

Lot: Land occupied or to be oc- 
cupied by a building and accés3ary 
buildings and including such open 
3paces as are requir3d under this 
ordinance, and having its prinzipal 
frontage upon a public street or of- 
ficially approved place. 

Lot, corner: Lot, triangular: A 
lot fronting on two or more streets 
at their junction, said streets form- 
ing with each other an angle of 
45 degrees or more, is a corner 
fot. When the angle formed by the 
intersecting street is less than 45 
degrees, such a lot shall be known 
as a triangular lot. For the pur- 
pose of determining the p2rcentage 
of lot occupancy, corner andj tri- 
angular lots shall be assume? to 
have an area not greater than 
5,000 square feet and@ a frontage 
not greater than 100 feet on either 
of the intersecting streets. 

Lot, interior: A lot other than a 
corner lot or triangular lot. 

Lot, through: An interior lot hav- 
ing frontage on two streets. 

Lot lines: The lines bounding a 
lot as defined herein. 

Multiple dwelling: Is a dwelling 
which is occupied more or less per- 
manently for residence purposes by 
several families and in which the 
rooms are occupied in apartments, 
suites or groups, includes tenement 
houses, flats, apartment houses, 
apartment hotels, and all other 
dwellings similarly occupied, 
whether specifically enumerated 
herein or not. 

Non-conforming use: A building 
or premises occupied by a use that 
does not conform with the regula-

One family dwelling: Is a build- 
ing occupied as a dwelling by not 
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more than one family. 

Percentage of lot occupancy: That 
portion of the area of a lot, as here- 
in defined, which is occupied or 
which may be occupied under this 
ordinance as building area. ' 

Place: An open unoccupied space 
dedicated to purposes of access for 
abutting property. 

Private garages: A garage with 
a capacity for not more than three 
steam or motor-driven vehicles. 

Public garage: Any premises 
used for housing or care of more 
than three steam or motor-driven 


‘vehicles, or where any such vehicles 


are equipped for operation, repaired, 
‘or kept for remuneration, hire or 
sale, not including exhibition or 
‘show rooms for model cars. 

_ .Private stable: A stable with a 
capacity for not more than four 
horses, all but one of which shall be 
the property of one owner. — 

' Public stable: A stable with a 
capacity.for more than four horses. 

Rear Yard: An open unoccupied 
space (excluding accessory build- 
ings, see Sec. 15) on the same lot 
with a building between the rear 
line of the building and che rear 
line of the lot; for the full width of 
the lot. 

Setback: The minimum horizon- 

tal distance: between-the front line 
of the building (excluding steps and 
unenclosed porches) and the front 
line of the lot. 
‘ Side yard: An open unoccupied 
Space on the same lot w'‘th a build- 
ing between tne pbuilding and the 
side ‘line of the lot extending 
through from the front building line 
to the rear yard. 

Street: A public thoroughfare 

more than twenty-four (24) feet 
wide,

Half story: That portion of a 
building in the 35-foot height dis- 
trict, between the eaves and ridge 
lines of a pitched roof, which may 
or may not be used for tenant pur- 
poses, ; ; 

Structural alterations: Any change 
in the supporting members of a 
building, such as bearing walls or 
partitions, columns, beams or gird- 
ers excepting such alterations as 
may be required for t e safety of 
the building. 

Tenement house: See “Multiple- 
Dwelling.”’ 


Terrace: A natural or artificial 
earthen embankment between a 
building and its street front. The 
‘height of terrace” shall be the dif- 
ference in elevation between the av- 
erage curb level, and the average 
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elevation of the terrace at the build- 
ing wall. 

Tower: A subordinate enclosed 
structure projecting above the roof 
line of a main building and having 
a roof supported by columns or 
walls. Such tower may be or may 
not be used for tenant purposes. 

_ Two-family dwelling: Is a build- 
ing occupied as a dwelling of not 
more than two families. 

Section 2.—Use District Reguta- 
tions. 

In order to regulate and restrict 
the location of trades and industries 
and the location of buildings erected 
or altered for specifie uses, the city 
of Lansing is hereby divided into 
“use districts,’ of which there shail 
be five, known as:

ces, are complied with. 


Section 8.—Non-Conforming Uses. 

The lawful use of a premises ex- 
isting at the time of adoption of this 
ordinance, although such use does 
not conform to the provisions here- 
of, may be continued, but if such 
non-conforming use is discontinued,

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any future use of said premises shall 
be in conformity with the provis- 
ions of this ordinance. 


The lawful use of a building ex- 
isting at the time of the adoption 
of this ordinance may be continued, 
although such does. not confor 
with the provisions hereof, and such 
use may be extended throughout the 
building provided no structural al- 
terations except thoSe required by 
law or ordinance are made therein. 
If no structural alterations are 
made, a non-conforming use of a 
building may be changed to a use 
of the same or higher classification 
according to the provisions of this 
ordinance, and provided further that 
whenever a Use District shall be 
hereafter changed, any then exist- 
ing non-conforming use in_ such 
changed district may be continued 
or changed to a use of a similar or 
higher classification, provided all 
other regulations governing the new 
use are complied with. Whenever a 
non-conforming uSe of a building 
has been changed to a higher class- 
ification or to a conforming” usé, 
such uSe shall not thereafter be 
changed to a use of a lower classi- 
fication. 


A non-conforming use partially or 
totally destroyed by fire may be 
continued if said building is recon- 
structed or in process of construc- 
tion within one year. 

Section 9.—Height and Area District 

Regulations. 

In order to regulate and limit the 
height and bulk of buildings herein- 
after erected or altered; to regulate 
and limit the percentage of lot oc- 
cupancy; to regulate and determine 
the area of yards, courts and other 
open spaces, and to limit and re- 
strict the maximum number of fam- 
ilies which may be housed in dwell- 
ings hereafter erected or altered, 
the city of Lansing is hereby divid- 
ed into districts of which there shal: 
be five, Known as: 

“A” Height and Area District. 

“Br” Height and Area District. 

“C” Height and Area District. 

“D” Height and Area District. 

“i” Height and Area District. 

The city of Lansing is hereby di- 
vided into the five (5) districts 
aforesaid, and the boundaries of 
such districts are shown upon the 
map attached hereto and made a 
part of this ordinance, being desig- 
nated as the “Height and Aréa Dis- 
trict Map,” and said map ang all the 
notations, references and other 
things shown thereon shall be as 
much a part of this ordinance as if 
the matters and things set forth by 
said map were all fully described 
herein. 


Except as hereinafter provided ner 


building shall be erectéd or altered 
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to exceed in height and limit herein 
established for the district in which 
such building is located. Provided 
further, that no new building shall 
be erected, nor shall an existing

Section 15.— Height and Area Dis- 
trict Exceptions.

Height and Area District, public or 
semi-public¢ buildings, hospitals, 
Sanitariums or schools may be 
erected to a height not exceeding 
sixty (60) feet, when a setback 
from all lot lines not less than one 
foot for each foot such building ex- 
ceed thirty-five (35) and forty-five 
‘(45) feet respectively in height.

Fourth: Chimneys, cooling towers, 
elevator bulkheads, fire towers, gas 
tanks, grain elevators, lighthouses, 
pent houses stacks, stage towers or 
scenery lofts, sugar refineries, 
tanks, water towers, ornamental 
towers and spires, wireless towers 
or necessary mechanical appurten- 
ances may be crected as to their 
height in accordance with existing 
or hereafter adopted ordinances of 
the City of Lansing.

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be erected on a building having a 
minimum frontage of one hundred

joining property line, and shall have 
a maximum horizontal area not to

Fifth: On “through” lots = one 


hundred (100) feet or less in depth 
the height of a building may be 
measured from the curb level on 
either street. On through lots more 
than one hundred (100) feet in 
depth the height regulations and 
basis of height measurement for the 
street permitting the gzreater height 
shall apply to a depth of not more 
than one hundred (100) feet from 
that street.

First: For purposes of the area 
regulations a semi-detached dwell: 
ing in the “A” Residence District, 
cr group house in the “R” Residence 
District may be considered as one 
building and occupying one lot. 

Second: Buildings on |. through 
lots and running through from 
street to street may waive the re- 
quirements for a rear yard when 
complying with the percentage of 
lot occupancy by furnishing other 
open spaces in lieu of such required 
rear yard. 

Third: In computing the depth of 
a rear yard or the width of a side 
yard for any building where such 
yard opens onto an alley or street, 
one-half of such alley or street may 
be assumed to be a portion of the 
yard.

‘Fifth: Every part of a required 
yard shall be open trom its lowest 
point to the skv unobstructed, ex- 
cept for the ordinary projections of 
skylight above the bottom of such 
yard. and except for the projection 
of sills, belt’ courses, cornices and 
ornamental features not to exceed 
four (4) inches. 

Sixth: No cornice shall project 
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over the street iine more than three 
(3) per cent of the width of such 
street, and shall in no case project 
more than three (3) feet. 

Seventh: Open or lattice enclosed 
fire escapes, fireproof outside stair- 
ways and solid floored _ balconies 
opening upon fire towers, project- 
ing into a yard not more than five 
(5) feet, and the ordinary projec- 
tions of chimneys and flues, may be 
permitted by the Building Commis- 
Sioner where same are so placed as 
not to obstruct the light and ven- 
tilation. 

Kighth: One or more accessory 
buildings may be erected within a 
required rear yard when built to a 
height not exceeding twelve (12) 
feet and which occupy an area of 
not more than thirty (30) percent 
of the area of such required rear 
yard. 

Section 16.—Board of Appeals. 

Creation of Membership: A Board 
of Appeals is hereby established 
The word “Board” when used in 
this section shail be construed to 
mean the Board of Appeals. The 
Board shall consist of five members, 
of whom not Jess than two (2) shall 
be members of the City Council, ap- 
pointed by the Mayor by and with 
the consent of the Council for terms 
of one (1), for one year, and two (2) 
for two years, and two (2) for three 
years, respectively, in the first in- 
stance, and thereafter appointments 
shall be for three (3) years each. 
The chairman of the Board shall 
be annually elected by the members 
of the Board. All members of the 
Board shall serve without compen- 
sation. 


Meetings: Meetings of the Board 
shall be held at such times as the 
Board may determine. There shall 
be a fixed place of meeting and all 
meetings shall be open to the public. 
The Board shall adopt its own rules 
of procedure and keep a record of 
its proceedings, showing the action 
of the Board and the vote of each 
member upon each question consid - 
ered. The presence of four mem- 
bers shall bé necessary to consti- 
tute a quorum. 


Appeal: Appeal from the rulings 
of the Building Commission con- 
cerning the enforcement of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance may be 
made to the Board of Appeals with- 
in such time as shall be prescribed 
by the Board by general rule. The 
appellant sha}l file with the TBuild- 
ing Commission and with the Boarad 
of Appeals a notice of appeal, speci- 
fying the grounds thereof. The 
Building Commissioner chal] fofth- 
with transmit to the Bvuard all the 
papers constituting the record upon 
which the action appealed for was 
taken.

Stay: An appeal stays all pro- 
ceedings in furtherance of the ac- 
tion appealed from unless’ the 
Building Commissioner, from whom 
the appeal is taken, certifles to the 
Board of Appeals, after the notice 
of appeal sha]l have been filed with 
him, that by reason of facts stated 
in the certificate, a stay would in 
his opinion cause imminent peril. fo 
life or property, in which case pro- 
ceedings shall not be stayed other- 
wise than by a restraining order

Jurisdiction: The ‘Board of Ap- 
peals may, in specific cases, after 
public notice and hearing, and sub- 
ject to appropriate conditions and 
safeguards, determine and vary the 
application of the use, height and 
area district regulations herein es- 
tablished in harmony’ with their 
general purposes ana intent as fol- 
lows:

trade, business or industry will not 
be detrimental to or tend to alter 
the character: of the neizhborhood

Section. 17.—Certificate of 
pancy and Compiiance.

“Certificate of Occupancy. and Com- 
pliance,” shall have been issued by 
the Building Commissioner, stating 
that the building or proposed use of 
building or premises complies with 
all building and health laws and or- 
dinances of the city. and with the 
provisions of this Zoning Ordinance. 
This Certificate of Occupancy and 
Compliance shall] be applied for at 
the same time as the application for 
a building permit and shall be is- 
sued at any time, not exceeding ten 
(10). days, after the erection or al- 
teration of such building shall have 
been completed in conformity with 
the provisions of these regulations. 
A record of all certificates shall be 
kept on.-file in the office of the 
Building Commissionér and copies 
shall be furnished, on request, to 
any person having a proprietary or 
tenancy interest in the building af- 
fected. No fee shail be charged for 
the original Certificate of Occu- 
pancy and Compliance when applied 
for at the same time as the applica-. 
tion for. a building permit,« for all 
other certificates or copies of any 
original certificate there shall be a 
charge of one dollar each. No bufld- 
ing permit shall be issued before 
application has heen made for Cer- 
tificate of Occupancy and Com- 
pHance.: 
Section 18.—Plats. 


All applications for huilding per- 
mits shal] be accompanied by'a plat 
in duplicate drawn to scale showing 
the actual dimensions of the lot to 


-Oceu- 
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be built upon, the size of the build- 
ing to be erected, and such other 
information as may be necessary to 
provide for the enforcement of 
thése regulations. A careful record 
of such applications and plats shal] 
be kept in the office of the building 
commissioner. No yard, court or 
other open space provided about 


any building for the purpose of 
complying with the provisions of 
these regulations shall again be 


used as a yard, court or other open 
space for another building. 
Section 19.—Use Permit. 


No change shall be made in the 


use of a building without a permit 
having first been issued by the 
building commissioner, and no per- 
mit shall be issued. to make such a 
change unless it is in accordance 
with the provisions .of this ordi- 
nance or amendment thereto here- 
after duly enacted. 

Section 20. Interpretation. Purpose 

and Conflict. 

In interpreting and applying the 
provisions of this ordinance, they 
shall be held to be the minimum 
requirements for the promotion of 
the public safety, health,‘ conveni- 
ence, comfort, prosperity and gen- 
eral welfare. It is not intended by 
this ordinance to interfere with or 
abrogate or annul any ordinance, 
rules, regulations or permits pre- 
viously adopted or issued, and not 
in conflict with any of the provis- 
ions of this ordinance or which 
shall be adopted or issued, pursuant 
to law relating to the use of build- 
ings or premises, nor is it intended 
by this ordinance to interfere with 
or abrogate or annul any easements, 
covenants, or other agreements be- 
tween parties, provided, however, 
that where this ordinance imposes 
a greater restriction upon the use 
of building ‘or premises or upon 
height of building or requires larg;r 


er open spaces than are imposed or- 


required by such ordinances, rules, 
regulations or permits, or by ease- 


ments, covenants, or agreements, 
the provisions of this ordinance 
shall control. 

Section 21.—Violation: Penalty. 


Every person, firm or corporation 
violating, neglecting or refusing to 
comply with any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a 
fine of not less than twenty-five 
($25) dollars, nor more than two 
hundred (200) dollars. 

Each and every day’s continuance 
of the violation of this ordinance 
shall constitute a separate offense 
and be punishable as such. 

The City of Lansing or any pri- 
vate citizen may take steps in court 


-to cause the abatement of any. vio- 


lation of this ordinance. 
Section 22.—Boundaries of Districts. 
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Where uncertainty exists with re- 
speet to the boundaries of the var- 
ious districts as shown on the maps 
accompanying and made a part of 
this ordinance the following ru™s 
shall apply: 

(a) The district boundaries are 
eitner streets or alleys unless other- 
wise shown and where the designa- 
tion on the maps accompanying and 
made a part of this ordinance indi- 
eating the various districts are ap- 
proximately bounded by streets or 
alley lines, said street or alley shall 
be construed to be the boundary of 
such district; 

(b») Where the district boundar- 
tes are not otherwise indicated and 
where the property has been or may 
hereafter be divided into blocks and 
lots, the district boundaries shal] 
be construed to be lot lines, and 
where the designations on the maps 
accompanying and made a part of 
this ordinance indicating the var- 
ious’ districts are approximately 
bounded by lot lines, said lot tines 
shall be construed to be the bound- 
ary of such district, unless said 
boundaries are otherwise indicated 
on the maps. 

Section 23.—Validity and Adminis- 
trution. 

Should any section, clause or 
provision of this ordinance be de- 
clared by the courts to be invalid, 
the same shall not affect the valid- 
ity of the ordinance as a whole or 
any part thereof, other than the 
part so declared to be invalid. 

It is hereby made the duty of. the 
Building Commissioner to adminis- 
ter this ordinance. 
Section 24.—Changes

This letter is in reference to the 
resolutlon passed by the City Coun- 
cil: July 19, 1926, directing this com- 
pany to remove the poles on the 
North side of Grand River Av., be- 
tween Cedar St. and the Pere Mar- 
quette railroad crossing, and to 
which you recently called our at- 
tention. 

On November 22nd there was ap- 
oroved an estimate calling for the 
Iture of $40,097, covering 
l1 and underground cable ex- 
sion in the northeast section of 
mansing, which embodied the re- 
moval of the duplicate pole lead. on 
Grand River Av. referred to above. 
To Keep pace with the estimated 
growth in North Lansing this work 
is necessary and has been approved 
a yeur in advance of the first esti- 
mated date, in order that the 
changes as set forth in the July 
19th resolution could be properly 
made The estimate is a major in- 
provement for the City of Lansing. 
calling for the placement of ove* 
eight miles of new cuble. 


The Grand River Av. section is 
the keystone, so to speak, of the en- 
tire job, for the extension plan is 
one that will terminate they. To 
do this work in a manner that will 
have the -least effect on existing 
service lines it is imperative that 
we work toward this section with 
our new cables before cutting dead 
the existing ones. We plan to start 
the work Tuesday, Dec. 7th, and es- 
timate that the poles specifically re- 
ferred to in the resolution will be 
removed about March Ist, 1927. The

neollected taxes on the assessment 
rollg and especially the uncolleeted 
taxes,’’ IT herewith submit 


ft Lansing provides among other 
things as follows: “and shall collect 
all taxes levied or assessed in the 

/ and for that puropse he shall 

e bonds to the city in such sum 
nd with such surety or sureties as 
the council shall require and ap- 
prove.” Ag will be observed from 
that clause in the section just cited, 
it directs the treasurer to collect all 
taxes levied and to give bonds for 
that purpose, this of itself would in- 
dicate that the bondsmen would he 
liable to the city in case the treas- 
urer Should fail to collect the taxes 
or at least make an undertaking 30 
to do, 

This same section further reads 
“for the purpose of the collection 
and returns of all taxes and the re- 
turr of ali property delinquent and 
for the purpose of suit for the col- 
lection of taxes the said treasurer 
on giving the bonds so required 
shall possess all the powers and 
perform all the duties as are per. 
formed by the several township 
treasurers of this state as pre- 
scribed by law.” This part of the 
section has indicated clearly and 
shows that the treasurer is the only 
person who has any authority in 
the matter of the collection of taxes 
and it is his sole duty to perform 
the same. This proposition is not 
only as set forth. in the charter but 
it supported by the statute of this 
State. 

Sec. 145 of the charter provides 
among other things ‘‘the said war 
rants shall authorize the city treas- 
urer, in caSe any person, named in 
the assessment rolls shall neglect or 
refuse to pay his tax. to lévy the 
same by distress and sale of goods 
and chattels of such person” This 
is practically the same language as 
is used in the statute authorizing 
the treasurers to collect the taxes 
by sale and distress. 


Section 160 of the charter is as 
follows: “The treasurer shall col- 
lect all such taxes within the life 
of the original warrant for the 
credit of the contingent fund of the 
city in the manner prescribed hy 
law for the collection of taxes.” 


Section 4048 of the Compiled Laws 
of the State of Michigan in part as 
follows: “Tf any person, firm or 
eorporation shall neglect or refuse 
to pay any tax assessed to him or 
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them the township or City Treas- 
urer, aS the case may be, shalt eol- 
lect the same by seizing the per 
sonal property of such person, firm 
or corporation to an amount suffi- 
cient to pay such tax, fees and 
charges for subsequent sale where. 
ever the same may be found in the 
state- and from which seizure novo 
property shall be exempt.” © This 
same section further sets out fully 
the manner of sale and distress of 
the property after it is yeized and 
utso states “the township treasurer 
if otherwise unable to collect the 
tux on property May sue the persunh, 
firm or corporation to whom it is 
assessed in the name of the town- 
ship, village or city und garnishee 
any debtor or debtors of such per- 
son firm or corporation. The tax 
rojl shall be prima facie evidence of 
the debt sought to be recovered ' 
In relation to seizure and Sale our 
Supreme Court has repeatedly used 
the following tanguage: ‘‘The gen- 
eral policy of the state is to favor 
the summary collection of taxes and 
the laws have always provided for 
Summary process, which is usualiy 
as effectua] as any other and much 
more speedy.” 


In keeping with the requiremeuts 
of the charter as well as the Stat- 
utes of the State of Michigan, the 
bonds of the several treasurers of 
this city in the past have been filed 
in compliance therewith which obli- 
gation is and for which the bond 
was given to protect, as follows: 

“Shall faithfully and truly per- 
form all the duties of their office, 
and shafl pay over and account for 
all funds coming into his or her 
hands by virtue of hig or her said 
office of city treasurer,” 

It is plain that it is resuired that 
the bond for faithful performance 
must be given and the bond has 
been so given and the reat question 
being, is the neglect of the city 
treasurer to collect personal taxes 
or negiect to undertake to collect 
the same either by seizure and Sale 
of property or by commencing suit 
such a violation of his duties as tuo 
make his bonds™men respons.ble to 


‘the city for the damages they may 


have sustained by reason thereof. 


IT am forced to the conclusion by 
reason of the foregoing authorities 
heretofore cited and statements 
made, that the city treasurer and 
his bondsmen are liable to the city 
for the damages they have sus- 
tained, if any, by reason of the neg- 
lect or malfeasance of the treasurer 
in his or her official duty. In sup- 
port of the said statement, 1 wish 
tu say, that J have been unable to 
find any direct case in the decisions 
of our Supreme Court in relation to 
the same but other states, as wel] 
as our United States Court, have 
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held in accordance with decision in 
this proposition. 

The first time this matter was 
ever mentioned by the Judges of 
our Supreme Court is reported in 
the case of: 

City of Detroit vs). Henry Weber 
et al. 29 Mich. 24. 

This was a case brought by the 
city of Detroit against one, Weber, 
which involved his official bonds 
and while the proposition that is 
now before us is not distinctly be- 
fore the court, Judge Campbell in 
writing his opinion in relation to 
said matter, said: “It is not to be 
forgotten that the treasurer’s bond 
is conditioned not merely for a just 
application and safe keeping of 
funds but also for the faithful per- 
formance of all of his duties.” 

Our courts have held that where 
a notary public had given a bond 
and that they violated the condi- 
tions of the bond they were liable 
as well as their bondsmen; also in 
the case of Sheriffs where they 
made a false return or neglected to 
serve process, they were liable as 
wel] as their bondsmen. As here- 
tofore stated I have found no case 
that is directly in point upon the 
question at issue in the State of 
Michigan, but understanding as I 
do that some lawyers claim that the 
Supreme Court of this state has 
held, that the treasurer is not liable 
for money that is not collected. I 
here cite authority on which in my 
opinion is the basis of said state- 
ment. 

In every case that is reported 
there is a syllabus written—we find 
in the case of 


County Treasurer of Berrien County 
vs. Thos. A. Bunbury et al. 45 Mich. 
79. 


that in the syllabus of said case 
the following is stated:  ‘“Sureties 
on a bond given by a city or county 
treasurer are not liable in an ac- 
tion thereon for moneys not collect- 
ed, or moneys lawfully accounted 
for.’ Upon reading the case it will 
be discovered that the said syllabus 
is misteading and incorrect. The 
facts are that suit was brought by 
the county treasurer against the 
township - treasurer to | recover 
money collected and not returned 
and on Page 85 of said decision the 
court says: “The suit ds not 
founded on any default in mak- 
ing collection.” On Page 86 the 
court says: “The sureties are not 
liable in this action for moneys not 
collected nor for moneys lawfully 
accounted for.’’ ‘Therefore, instead 
of the foregoing opinion being ad- 
verse to the responsibility of the 
treasurer and his bondsmen, when 
the case is fully read it indicates 
that they are liable, and that the 
syllabus as stated is misleading.

In conclusion I call attention to 
the CYCLOPEDIA OF LAW AND 
PROCEDURE, commonly designat- 
ed as Cyc, Vol. 29 Page 1455 Sub. 2, 
whieh reads as follows: 


“NEGLECT OR MALFEASANCE 
OF OFFICIAL DUTY. It goes with- 
out saying that sureties on official 
bonds are liable for negligence of 
malfeasance of their principal] in the 
performance of acts which are done 
‘virtute officii.’. Thus they are li- 
able for the loss of official funds by 
their principal to the same extent 
as is the principal. The bond pro- 
viding usually for the faithfuj dis- 
charge by the principal of his offt- 
cial duties, the condition of the 
bond is considered to have _ been 
broken by the mere negligence 
without corruption of the principal 
in the performance of a ministeria} 
duty, which performance does in- 
volve the exercisé of discretion, and 
where the duty which has not been 
faithfully discharged was owing to 
the person injured such person mav 
sue on the bond.’’ 

In conclusion it is my opinion, 
that under the charter of the city of 
Lansing, the statutes of the state 
of Michigan and the holdings of 
courts as far as tke proposition nas 
been determined, that the treasurer 
of the City of Lansing is liable per- 
sonally and upon the bonads for its 
faithful and truly performance of 
al} the duties that devolves upon 
the office by virtue of the charter 
of the city of Lansing and State 
laws as treasurer of the City of 
Lansing to faithfully and truly per- 
form the duties of the said office 
and that among the duties of said 
office is to collect the taxes there- 
of and if any person fails to pay the 
same during the life of said war- 
rant for the collection of the same, 
they shall seize the property of the
